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IN THE WIND 


Ty Davis and Mike Healey were the 
dominant riders at the 28th running of 
the Mammoth Mountain MX races, held 
in Mammoth Lakes, California, on June 
22-25. Davis (Kaw) emerged victorious 
in the 125 and 500cc Pro divisions, while 
Healey was the winner in the 250cc Pro 
and Sound of Thunder Four-Stroke Pro 
classes. Davis topped Healey (Hon) and 
Rusty Holland (Suz) in the 125cc divi- 
sion, and was chased home by Healey 
(KTM) and Mike Brandes (Kaw) in the 
500cc class. Healey (Hon) topped home- 
town favorite David Barrett (Yam) and 


Lance Smail (Yam) in the 250cc class,. 


and piloted a KTM to the win in the SoT 
class over two-time World Champion 
Donny Schmit (CCM) and Terry 
Fowler (Hus). As usual, Rex Staten 
(Kaw) won the Senior and Vet Pro class- 
es, and Ricky Carmichael (Kaw) aced 
the Mini Pro class. Pat Foster was the 
dominant amateur, riding a variety of 
machines to win the SoT, 125 and 500cc 
Intermediate classes. 


With his home-country fans behind him, 
Stefan Everts (Kaw) swept both motos 
at the June 25 round of the World 
Championship 250cc Motocross Series, 
held in Kester, Belgium, and further 
extended his series point lead. Everts’ 
fellow countryman, Marnicq Bervoets 
(Suz) was second overall, ahead of Brit 
Kurt Nicoll (Hon), Dutchman Pedro 
Tragter (Suz) and German Peter Beirer 
(Suz). American Tallon Vohland (Kaw) 
finished 11th in the first moto, and 
DNFed moto two after breaking his left 
foot. Still, Vohland trails Everts in the 
series point standings, 280-239. 


Six-time World Champion Jordi Tarres 
(G-G) was the winner at the June 24-25 
round of the World Championship Tri- 
als Series, held in St. Michel de Mauri- 
enne, France. Marc Colomer (Mon) was 
second and Tommi Ahvala (Fan) was 
third. Joan Pons (G-G) and Doug Lamp- 
kin (Bet) rounded out the top five. Tar- 
res’ latest win moves him back into the 
series point lead, but still, only a single 
point separates him and Colomer. With 
two rounds to go, the two Spaniards 
boast 142 and 141 points, respectively, 
well clear of Ahvala’s 110. 


Rodney Smith (Suz) scored his fourth 





consecutive National Reliability Enduro 
Series win, this time at the 25th Annual 
Trask Mountain Two-Day Qualifier in 
McMinnville, Oregon, on June 24-25. 
Smith recorded the fastest times in all 
five special test. Finishing second over- 
all was David Rhodes (Kaw), while 
Brian Garrahan (Kaw), Jeff Odom 
(Hon) and Mark Kerling (Yam) round- 
ed out the top five overall. The event 
was the final round of the series. 


An attempt by Virginia officials to throw 
motorcyclists off High-Occupancy Vehi- 
cle (HOV) lanes on crowded freeways 
has instead resulted in the best proof yet 
that motorcyclists should have access to 
these lanes, according to the AMA. Since 
1985, Virginia officials have resisted 
attempts by the federal government and 
various motorcyclist organizations, 
including the AMA and the Virginia 
Coalition of Motorcyclists, to open up 
the state’s HOV lanes. In spite of repeat- 
ed rulings from the federal government 
that motorcycles, like cars with multiple 
passengers and buses, could help reduce 
traffic congestion. Virginia officials have 
insisted that they do not fit the category 
of space-efficient vehicles allowed to use 
HOV lanes. In 1992, the federal govern- 
ment required states to allow motorcy- 
clists onto any HOV lanes maintained 
through federal funds. The Virginia 
Department of Transportation then 
opened up its HOV lanes, many of 
which lead into and out of Washington, 
D.C., but only for a two-year pilot pro- 
ject. The state also insisted upon con- 
ducting a study designed to prove its 
contention that motorcycles would con- 
stitute a safety hazard on HOV lanes. 
The study is now complete, at a cost of 


. over $140,000 in taxpayer money, 


according to the AMA. But the results 
aren't what Virginia officials anticipated. 
During the two-year pilot project, only 
five motorcycle accidents were reported 
on the HOV lanes that were studied, 
while nine were reported on the regular 
traffic lanes of those freeways during the 
hours when HOV lanes were in opera- 
tion. More significantly, the study dis- 
covered that on the basis of vehicle miles 
traveled, motorcyclists were seven times 
less likely to be involved in a crash while 
traveling on HOV lanes than in regular 
traffic lanes. Based on those numbers,

o one had a better month than Smokin' Joe's 
Racing's Miguel DuHamel (right). The French 
Canadian entered six road races in the month 
of June, and he won all six of them, vaulting himself 
into contention for the AMA Superbike National 
Championship while establishing himself as cham- 


pion-elect in the 600cc Supersport class. 


DuHamel's month started at the Mid-Ohio Sports 
Car course on June 4 where he beat teammate Mike 
Hale in a straight fight in both the Superbike and 
600cc classes. At Road America, on June 11, he did 
the same thing to Hale in the 600cc class; and he fol- 
lowed that win with his fourth straight victory after 
a race-long battle with Hale and Fast By Ferracci's 
Mike Smith in the Superbike National. On Father's 
Day, DuHamel gave his famous father Yvon a spe- 
cial gift - two more wins at the New Hampshire 


International Speedway. 


DuHamel's win in the Superbike National was impressive. He started slowly, 


Ў worked his way through the pack and then put the finishing touches on the sixth 


National win of his career. DuHamel's three 600cc Supersport wins in the month of 
June have further increased his lead as the all-time win leader in the class with 18 victo- 


ries. 


DuHamel will attempt to win his seventh and eighth in a row when the series heads 
to Brainerd International Raceway in Brainerd, Minnesota, on July 16.

on Saturday, June 24, in a street bike accident 
near his home in St. Cloud, Florida, that killed 
one other man and left a second in critical condition. 

Jacks and his friend, Matthew Maddox, were 
aboard Jacks' Suzuki RF900 when the pair struck a 
bicyclist on a road in north Osceola County. Accord- 
ing to the Florida Highway Patrol, the bicyclist, 
James Kaufman, 21, turned in front of the motorcy- 
cle. Jacks and Kaufman were both killed and Mad- 
dox, 23, is listed in critical condition at the Orlando 
Regional Medical Center. 

Jacks was lying sixth in the AMA Superbike 
National Championship after his most recent sev- 
enth-place finish at New Hampshire International 
Speedway on June 18, and was fifth in the 750cc

Jacks was a nine-time AMA/CCS title holder and was.crowned WERA's Formula 
USA Champion in 1992. He was in his third season as a member of the Yoshimura

Cathy Eggers.

researchers from the Virginia Trans- 
portation Research Council concluded: 
"There is no evidence at this time that 
allowing motorcycle traffic on HOV 
lanes has an adverse impact on safety or 
operations... In fact, there is some evi- 
dence to indicate that allowing motorcy- 
cles to travel on the HOV lanes may 
even decrease the number of incidents." 


After outcry from both teams and spec- 
tators following the 5:40 p.m. start and 
6:30 p.m. finish of the AMA Superbike 
National at New Hampshire Interna- 
tional Speedway, the AMA has 
announced a schedule revision for the 
upcoming AMA National at Brainerd 
International Raceway on July 15-16. 
The revised order of events for Sunday's 
program will be as follows: Harley- 
Davidson SuperTwins, 600cc Super- 
sport, Superbikes and then 250cc Grand 
Prix. At New Hampshire International 
Speedway, the 250cc Grand Prix was 
run prior to the Superbike National. 
“On two occasions, inclement weather 
and unforseeable track delays have 
pushed the Superbike National late into 
the day," said Tom Mueller, executive 
director of AMA Pro Racing. "We have 
assessed input from fans, teams, OEM 
representatives and facility promoters, 
and after a review of that information, 
we have changed our National schedule 
of events. This will assure Superbike 
racing in a more secure afternoon time 
block, and that's something everybody 
involved wanted to see accomplished." 


Due to a general lack of interest on the 
part of competitors, the Marathon Chal- 
lenge Series at San Jose Speedway in 
San Jose, California, has been canceled. 
The two-hour, two-man series will 
return in November. 


Due to problems with course logistics 
and planning, Four Strokes Only has 
canceled the D-37 Dual Sport ride that 
was scheduled to take place in Carlsbad, 
California, on July 9. The regular Com- 
motion by the Ocean motocross will not 
be affected by the cancellation. For more 
information call 818/765-5616.

According to the Cagiva Group, Ducati 
will continue to produce the Ducati 916 
Senna and have renewed their agree- 
ment with Ayrton Senna Licensing for 
1995. The agreement will allow the pro- 
duction of 300 units to be marketed dur- 
ing 1996 and 1997.

(CMMC) will host its annual three-day 
Mini Nationals on August 25-27 at 
Barona Oaks Raceway in Barona, Cali- 
fornia. The Women’s MX Team World 
event will be run in conjunction with the 
Mini Nationals as well as 125 and 250cc

A two-day TT will be held on the upper 
ranch of Hollister Hills (California) 
SVRA over the Fourth of July weekend. 
On Saturday, July 1, the Santa Clara 
Riders Unlimited will host an AHRMA 
Vintage event and on Sunday, July 2, 
P&J Promotions will hold an AMA/D- 
36 TT. 


Moto Liberty and Keith Code have 
expanded their 125cc Grand Prix 
schools yet again in an effort to handle 
what they call “a huge flow of enthusi- 
asm for 125 racing.” The school sched- 
uled for July 9 at the Streets of Willow 
Springs has been sold out and a second 
class has been added for July 10. Code 
will also host a school at Road Atlanta 
on October 16. For more information 
call 800/530-3350. 


The U.S. Senate voted June 21 to repeal 
a federal measure designed to punish 
states that refuse to pass mandatory hel- 
met laws covering all motorcyclists, 
according to the AMA. The vote, which 
moves the federal government's 
attempts to blackmail states over the 
helmet-law issue a step closer to elimi- 
nation, came during the full Senate's 
consideration of the National Highway 
System Designation Act. The amended. 








bill must now be approved by the 
House of Representatives and signed by 
the President before it will become law. 
The Senate debate over the helmet-law 
issue, which occupied nearly eight 
hours over two days, was the culmina- 
tion of a massive effort by motorcyclist 
rights groups from coast to coast. The 
AMA, the Motorcycle Riders Founda- 
tion (MRF) and a network of state orga- 
nizations argued that the federal gov- 
ernment has no business trying to force 
states to pass helmet laws by threaten- 
ing to withhold highway construction 
funds. Since October of last year, 25 
states without helmet laws have been 
forced to divert a portion of their high- 
way construction funds into safety pro- 
grams as a result of a bill passed by 
р. Congress in 1991. 


Movie-goers living in Southern Califor- 
nia should keep an eye open for the Los 
Angeles Times commercial which is 
being shown prior to movies in cinemas 
all over the area. The commercial is 
called "The Moving Camera" and fea- 
tures several methods that Hollywood is 
using to move cameras in the shooting 
of films. The commercial features Jean 
Claude Van Damme riding a Yamaha 
TDMB50. In the background you can see 
Peter Starr’s camerabike, using a 
Steadicam system to capture the shots. 


According to the producers of the U.S. 
Supercross Series - PACE SuperSports, 
SRO Motorsports and Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway - riders who participat- 
ed in the series in 1995 earned a record 
amount of money. “This record payout 
exceeded more than $1.1 million for the 
15-race supercross series,” said Jerry 
West, vice president of PACE Super- 
Sports. The $1.1 million represents event 
purses of more than $700,000 and direct 
payments to riders from series contin- 
gency sponsors which totaled just over 
$400,000. 


The North American Super Bike 
Series has announced purse informa- 
tion for the Harley-Davidson Twin- 
Sports and International Grand Prix 
races scheduled for Road America in 
Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, on August 4- 
6. The Harley race will feature a $5000 
purse that pays through 20th place 
with the winner taking home $1000. 
The GP class purse has been set at 
$2500 with payments through 10th 
place with the winner getting $750. 
NASB founder Roger Edmondson said 
he is planning to offer the same purses 
for the Road Atlanta event scheduled 
for September 15-17. 





With his second-race win at Albacete in 
Spain, Carl Fogarty became the all-time 
World Superbike win leader with 28 vic- 
tories. Prior to his win in Spain, the Brit 
was tied with Doug Polen with 27 wins.

The AMA has released a new rule 
amendment for the Superbike National 
Championship Series. The rule reads: 
“Engine displacement of any model 
may not be increased more than five 
percent above the original engine speci- 
fication in order to achieve the displace- 
ment limit.” This thwarts the possibility 
of a Ducati 916 bored out to 995cc, simi- 
lar to what the V-twins are reportedly 
using in the World Superbike Series. 


After two of four events, Team Valvo- 
line Suzuki holds a commanding lead in 
the EBC Brakes Triple Crown Chal- 
lenge. Teammates Michael Martin and 
Chuck Graves have 95 points, 28 better 
than David & Goliath’s Dave Sadowski 
and Greg Gibson, who replaced the 
injured Dale Quarterley at the most 
recent round in Grattan, Michigan, on 
June 25. Dutchman’s Racing’s Fritz 
Kling and Rick Kirk are a point back in 
third with 66. The next race is at Port- 
land International Raceway on August 
26 - the same day as the AMA 
SuperTeams race at Sears Point Race- 
way in Sonoma, California.

With local hotshoe Greg Gibson recruit- 
ed onto the Team LaBelle David & 
Goliath Triple Crown team when Dale 
Quarterley crashed on Sunday morning, 
Gibson needed a liberal dose of duct 
tape to make his former Linnley Clarke 
Yamaha FZR750 fit the Team LaBelle 
colors. Over at Dutchman Racing, the 
same sort of tapework was being 
applied to Rick Kirk’s Kawasaki. Kirk 
had been planning to run Dutchman’s 
second Yamaha FZR1000, but it was 
damaged at the Loudon AMA National 
and there was no time to get it fixed. 
Kirk, who first rode the Kawasaki at 
Road America, plans to use the bike to 
contest the NASB races, as well as the 
Brainerd AMA National and the Gate- 
way Park AMA National. 


Dutchman Racing’s Fritz Kling has 








found a solution to the conflict between 
the next F-USA round at Portland and 
the AMA National at Sears Point, both 
running on August 27. "We're doing 
both," Kling said. "We're going to Sears 
on Saturday (for the SuperTeams race) 
then putting everything in the truck and 
driving 10 hours to Portland. We sign 
up and go. I know I'm not driving. 
When we signed up for the Triple 
Crown Challenge we knew we had to 
go.” Because he won't be able to qualify, 
Kling said he would start the first of two 
legs from the back row, but could 
improve his starting spot in the second 
based on his first-leg finish. 


Team Oliver Yamaha's Rich Oliver 
went to Watkins Glen Raceway in 
upstate New York following the AMA 
National at Loudon to help the AMA 
with a viability study of the famed cir- 
cuit. Oliver and Mark McDaniel did the 
riding, with Oliver's teammate Chuck 
Sorensen touring the circuit in a rental 
car, along with the AMA’s Ron Barrick. 
“We rode around the standard track, 
with no protection, at about 60 to 70 per- 
cent. We decided, Barrick and I, that we 
needed a chicane, so we put cones up in 
turn two to help out with the esses. It's a 
nice lay-out and nice facility; there's just 
too much guardrail. We made quite a 
few recommendations of changes, 
paving, removing guardrail, air fence, 
hay bales, and possibly two or three chi- 
canes. It gives them a way to go. You 
could never race it without drastic 
changes. However, the basic place is 
good." Oliver was one of several riders 
invited who chose to show up and 
thought the track should be toured by a 
Superbike rider. "What I don't want is 
people to show up and say “Oliver 
OK’ed the track.’ The owners of the 
track are very receptive to a motorcycle 
race. They went out of their way to 
work with us.” 


Team LaBelle’s Dave Sadowski took 
part in a 200 K race at the Suzuka Cir- 
cuit the weekend prior to the Grattan F- 
USA race at the invitation of the 
Yoshimura Suzuki team. The race was a 
prelude to the Suzuka 8-Hour. Sadowski 
had made some recommendations to the 
American arm of Yoshimura Suzuki, 
and said that once they “got around to 
trying the stuff, they started running up 
front. One (of the changes) was a com- 
ponent in the engine that needed to be 
changed and it worked.” When Sadows- 
ki got to Suzuka he found the Suzuki 
was 13 mph slower on the straight- 
aways and the “chassis was in left field 
on a hockey rink. I did six laps with 








their setup and nearly highsided. I came 
in and made the front end the way I 
liked it. We put on another set of forks, a 
rear shock, and made some chassis 
modifications. I went from 2:18 to 2:15. 
My setup was so different from theirs 
that they decided no one could run my 
setup so we scratched the 8-Hour deal. I 
wasn’t interested in running the 8-Hour 
as part of the scenery.” Sadowski quali- 
fied 28th for the race and was running 
14th when he was taken out by a factory 
Yamaha rider in the hairpin. “Thank 
God it’s over,” he thought. But when he 
returned to the pits the crew swarmed 
all over the bike and, when it was done, 
Fujio Yoshimura said, “Go, we must 
practice. He wanted to see his bike run 
with the other guys. I did a fifth-gear 


_ wheelie down the pit straight. At the 


end of the race a track official came up 
to me and made me write something 
that I would never wheelie in the pit 
area of Suzuka Circuit again.” Sadowski 
was riding in place of Kevin Magee, 
who sat out the race with a wrist injury. 
The Yoshimura team is sponsored in 
Japan by JoMo, a gas station service 
company. 


Indiana’s Keith Lynn (Kaw) scored the 
Funny Bike win at the AMA/Prostar 
Northeast Nationals in West Lebanon, 
New York, June 23-25, with an 8.251- 
second, 107-mph run on the Lebanon 
Valley Dragway. In the Pro Modified 
class, Steve Drake (Suz) scored the win 
on a 7.332-second, 179.74-mph blast, and 
Dave Shultz (Suz) continued his win- 
ning ways in the Pro Stock class with a 
7.675/ 175.06.

Dutch Grand Prix traditional- 
ly marks the mid-point of the 
GP season. Often as not, it also 
marks the turning point. 





Michael Doohan’s race win on the 
Repsol Honda meant far more than 
being merely his fourth of the season, 
and the 23rd of his career. 

With Lucky Strike Suzuki's title 
leader Daryl Beattie out of the race after 
breaking his collarbone in practice, it 
also handed the points lead back to the 
defending champion. 

Doohan beat HRC teammate Alex 
Criville and longtime race leader Alber- 
to Puig on the Fortuna Pons Honda only 
narrowly, but quite convincingly. He'd 
played a waiting game all race before 
asserting his authority in the closing 
laps of the fast and beautiful northern 
Dutch circuit, where more than 120,000 
fans made the pilgrimage for the 70th 
anniversary of the oldest race on the cal- 
endar. 

“I thought I'd let someone else do the 
work for a change,” Doohan said later. 
And, he might have added, take the 
risks. The closest he came to repeating 
his off-track excursions of the last four 
races was when Criville almost rammed 
him from behind in a desperate last lap. 

With Beattie absent and new Lucky 
Strike Suzuki teammate Scott Russell 
dropping to 12th with brake problems 
after a. promising start, Hondas made an 
almost clean sweep. Loris Capirossi was 
fourth, and Alex Barros fifth; with only 
the injured Shinichi Itoh letting the side 
down in eighth. 

The best Yamaha was again rookie 
Norifumi Abe, taking a spirited sixth in 
his first visit to Assen. Troubled Team 
Marlboro Roberts colleague Luca 
Cadalora was seventh, after a slightly 
better ride than his Italian debacle. 

The 250cc race was a walkover for 


defending champion Max Biaggi, whose · 
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black Chesterfield Aprilia utterly domi- 
nated practice and the race. He too had 
an added boost as he reclaimed his 
championship lead. Rival Tetsuya Hara- 
da was also out of the race, after escap- 
ing with miraculously minor injuries 
from a heavy crash on his Marlboro 
Rainey Yamaha in practice. 

Assen had an extra twist to add. As 
the three who had fought over second 
place all race long arrived at the final 
chicane for the last time, an isolated 
shower had beaten them to it. 

Jean-Michel Bayle crashed, but close 
companions Ralf Waldmann and 
Tadayuki Okada, both on Hondas, sur- 
vived to finish in that order. 

The next trio had it even worse. The 
van den Goorbergh brothers, in line for 
a joint best-ever finish, both also fell,

handing fourth back to a beaten Jean- 
Philippe Ruggia and his Tech 3 Honda. 
Fifth went to Marlboro Rainey Yama- 
ha's Kenny Roberts Jr. as his race-long 
companion Carles Checa also fell from 
his Fortuna Honda; and sixth to Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh's Maxell Honda, 
after he remounted. 

HB Honda's Dirk Raudies took the 
opportunity of a runaway 125cc GP 
win, his first of the season, after Givi 
Honda's Noboru Ueda and early leader 
Emilio Alzamora made a little gap in a 
tight 12-bike group by colliding and 
crashing. 

Marlboro Aprilia's Peter Oettl led the 
remaining octet across the line after a 
classic close 125 race, with Akira Saito 
third and defending champion Kazuto 
Sakata fourth. 

Kawasaki-mounted Udo Mark won 
an excellent Thunderbike Trophy race, 
snatching the lead back from local hero 
Jeffry de Vries (Yamaha) after having 



























lost it yards before into the chicane. 
Honda-mounted Yves Briguet and 
Stephàn Mertens were almost alongside. 
Fred Bayens led the early stages, and 
finished fifth. 

Darren Dixon/ Andy Hetherington 
won the sidecar race, with fellow brits 
Steve Abbott/Julian Tailford second 
and countrymen Derek Brindley /Paul 
Hutchinson third. 

Klaus Klaffenboek was fourth, the 
top finisher with a BRM engine. Early 
leaders the Guedel brothers had suf- 
fered a BRM engine failure; so had Rolf 
Biland, before he could make an impres- 
sion on the race. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Even though there was never much 
doubt about the outcome, this was the 
best race of the year, thanks to Doohan's 
tactics. After a few too many off-track 
excursions this year while trying to lead 
at all costs, and at a track he blatantly 























dislikes, his game plan was, if he didn’t 
get a break at the start, “to stay with the 
other guys and then see at the end of the 
race if they could go any faster.” 

Puig and Criville led from the start, 
with Capirossi forcing past both of them 
by the end of the lap and Doohan also 
consigning Criville to fourth. 

The Italian led for three more laps, 


and then Puig began his push, moving 
past smoothly on lap five into the horse- 
shoe Strubben. Doohan wasn’t about to 
let him get away, and he outbraked 
Capirossi half a lap later at the chicane 
to take up his second-place station 
again. 

Puig led from then on, with Criville 
also passing Capirossi to close up on the 
other two Hondas. But Doohan was 
leaning on the Spaniard all the time, and 
also taking cautious cornering lines, 
sweeping wide on the entry so as to 
accelerate out in the middle of the road, 
rather than drifting onto the adverse 
camber on the outside. 

At one point he appeared to be 
attacking round the outside of the last 
fast left-hander, only to be forced to run 
wide and lose several yards. But it was 
nothing important. “Puig was good on 
the brakes but his corner speed was 
slow. That's a characteristic of the 16.5- 
inch Michelins he uses, compared with 
my 17-inch front. I took a little look up 
. the outside, and found I was about to hit 
his exhaust pipe with my shoulder. That 
wouldn’t have been too special, so I had 
to lift. I was close to the white line, but 
there was plenty of spare track on the 
other side.” 

Doohan’s real attack came into the 
chicane at the end of lap 17. It was a 
clean pass, but even after that he contin- 
ued his policy of winning at the slowest 
possible speed, taking just enough of a 
gap on Puig to be safe. 

There was one last drama. Puig knew 
he was beaten, and had settled for sec- 
ond. But he’d forgotten Criville, who 
mounted a surprise attack under brakes 
for the most distant pair of fast rights. 
He not only swept past to claim a con- 
vincing second, but was seriously snap- 
ping at Doohan's heels through the last 
corners, crossing the line only one tenth 
of a second adrift. 

Criville's last lap was the fastest of a 
fairly fast-paced race, though still short 
of Schwantz's 1991 lap record. Later, he 








told Spanish journalists that he had 
shrunk back from trying to pass Doohan 
on the grounds of team politics. “I knew 
it wouldn't be a good idea," he said. But 
there remains serious doubt about 
whether he was capable. Doohan's 
slowest-possible speed had already 
taken into account those behind him. 

Capirossi had fallen back into the 


hands of Barros a little way behind, but 
had then outpaced the Brazilian toward 
the finish to claim a career-best fourth. 

Abe had been alone all race long, but 
was riding with impressive enthusiasm 
to hold on to sixth, closing to within less 
than three seconds of Barros. Another 15 
seconds back at the finish came his 
teammate Cadalora, who had in the end 
drawn away from race-long companion 
Itoh. { 

А similar distance back came three 
more longtime companions, with Loris 
Reggiani succeeding in the end in 
putting the V-twin Aprilia fractionally 
ahead of fast privateers Juan Borja and 
Bernard Garcia. 

This trio had been the last to swallow 
up the desperately disappointed Scott 
Russell, who had started strongly only 
for his practice-long brake problems to 
return on the second lap. The difficulty 
seems to be in finding the right material 
for the AP carbon brakes that will suit 
his style, which is much more progres- 
sive and gentle than that of Schwantz, 
whose bike he has taken over. “They'd 
work in some corners, but at the end of 
the back straight the lever was coming 
back to the bars,” he said. “I had to 
brake real early, and I was still running 
wide. One guy even hit my leg passing 
me into the chicane, because I was going 
so slow.” 

Britons Neil Hodgson (ROC) and 


James Haydon (Harris) took the next . 


two places, with the latter - an impres- 
sive Assen first-timer - catching right up 
in the last laps, outdistancing 15th- 
placed Adrian Bosshard in the process. 
Scott Gray retired after two laps. 

Doohan thus reclaimed the title lead 
from Beattie by one point, 120-119. Puig is 
third with 99, then Criville (92), Cadalora 
(79), and Itoh and Barros (both 60).

Biaggi’s progress was triumphant, 
but not very exciting. He seized the lead 
from his pole-position start, and drove

away for the next 15 laps or so. After 
that he slowed slightly, lending the race 
some artificial excitement, but he was so 
far ahead that it hardly counted for 
much. 

The reason for slacking off was that 
spots of rain were falling, though the 
track remained more or less dry. Realiz- 
ing this, he picked up the pace, to win 
by almost five seconds. “I’m 24 tomor- 
row: This is a nice birthday present,” he 
said. 

Outpaced behind him, but still out on 
their own, Waldmann, Okada and Bayle 
had been battling out the inches all race 
long. Mainly they were in that order, 
though Okada was in front across the 
line once, and elsewhere now and then. 
Bayle survived a near highsider, then in 
the last lap went for it. He passed Okada 
early on, and was attacking Waldmann 
convincingly at the chicane, trying to 
turn his first potential rostrum into a 
second place, only to hit the slippery 
stuff and fall on the exit. 

What now became fourth was fierce- 
ly disputed all race long, with Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh battling with Rug- 
gia, gradually dropping back from the 
trio ahead, while an inspired Patrick van 
den Goorbergh was closing from 
behind. 

Sadly for the delighted crowd, nei- 
ther of the Dutch brothers lasted upright 
to the flag. Patrick led the group as they 
approached the last left-hander, but he 
was slow on the entry and Jurgen swept 
past round the outside, only for the 
front wheel to wash away on the damp. 
“I kept the engine running and got back 
on," he said later. 

This distracted Patrick, and he was a 
bit too late on the brakes at the chicane. 
Bang-crash, and he was also down, 
handing a safe fourth to an otherwise 
beaten Ruggia. 

There was more to follow. Roberts 
and Checa had been together all race 
long, but Checa also slipped off at the 
chicane. Roberts ended up fifth, with 























Jurgen van den Goorbergh sixth after 
remounting. 

Takeshi Tsujimura lost a season-best 
seventh when he dropped his FCC 
Technical Sports Honda in the same 
place, handing the position to Nobuatso 
Aoki (Blumex Rheos Honda). Then 
came Alex Gramigni (GM Honda), an 
off-color Luis d'Antin (MX-Onda 
Honda) and Jurgen Fuchs (HB Honda) 
all in a rush, with Olivier Petrucciani 
(Edo Aprilia) crashing out of that group, 
also at the fateful chicane. 

Checa remounted to take 11th; Niall 
Mackenzie was 12th on the Docshop 
Aprilia after deciding to give best to 
Wilco Zeelenberg's Honda only to see 
the Dutchman crash at the Strubben just 
in front of him. 

Patrick van den Goorbergh pushed 
his Aprilia across the line to claim 14th, 
behind veteran Adi Stadler's Aprilia, 
but two seconds in front of Giuseppe 
Lavilla’s Honda which took the last 
point. 

After the race, chicane-fallers Tsu- 
jimura, Petrucciani and Patrick van den 
Goorbergh and 19th-place Castilla 
appealed against the result, saying they 
had seen red flags before the finish. If 
successful, the results would have been 
taken from one lap earlier, making a 
rather different top ten, but officials 
ruled that they had only seen red-and- 
yellow (slippery track) flags, and the 
protest was not allowed. 

Another accident on only the third 
lap also made some difference. Oliver 
Jacque, Eskil Suter and Aprilia's young 
star Roberto Locatelli were disputing 
eighth when the first two collided at the 
end of the straight, taking the third with 
them into a high-speed fall. Only 
Locatelli was hurt, for a third time this 
year, suffering a fractured left wrist and 
some right knee damage. 

Biaggi thus regained the title lead, his 
win moving him exactly 25 points ahead 
of non-starting Harada, 143-118. Wald- 
mann has 107, Aoki 74, Okada 69 and 
Ruggia 62. 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


It would take many pages to describe 
all the ups and downs of the 11-strong 
leading group. Suffice it to say that they 
were within touching distance of one 
another for much of the race, and the 
only major interruption was the colli- 
sion on lap 10 between now-and-then 
leader Alzamora and Ueda. One lap ear- 
lier Ueda had been in front, but his error 
let Raudies escape to a fine win by 
almost five seconds. “At last I get some 
good luck," the former champion said. 

Others to lead included title leader 
Harachuki Aoki (Blumex Rheos Honda) 
and pole qualifier Hidenobu Nakajoh 
(Jha Honda), who also claimed a new 
lap record. But as the finish drew near it 
was experience that counted for the

most, along with a touch of foolhardi- 
ness at the chicane. 

Peter Oettl, who broke his arm only 
two races ago, made most of the run- 
ning in pursuit, and thoroughly 
deserved his narrow second place over 
Akira Saito, who came through bravely 
in a major melee at the chicane. 

Masako Tokudome (Ditter Plastic 
Aprilia) was the only victim of this, 
tumbling within sight of the line after 
trying too hard and running into the 
back of Nakajoh, who narrowly stayed 
on board. Sakata took fourth, then came

Frederic 





Criville’s last- 
second pole 


M ichael Doohan was fastest throughout qualifying, 





until the dying minutes. Then Alex Criville put in 

a flyer to oust his Repsol-HRC teammate by three 
tenths. It was not merely his first pole position, but the 
first ever in the class by a Spanish rider. “I put on a soft 
tire five minutes from the end, but I wasn’t expecting 
pole. I was surprised when I saw it,” he modestly said. 

This broke what would have been a seven-race run of 
poles for Doohan, but he cared very little. Though it 
looked as though he was trying hard, his bike skittering 
over the crests, he insisted that was only because of the 
unusually hard suspension he needed here, and he was 
just trying to find a good race setup and get safely 
through the weekend. 

He had a point. Pole was just slower than last year’s 
and more than a half-second off Kevin Schwantz’s ‘91 
race lap record. 

All sorts of interesting things had happened - notably, 
Daryl Beattie was within tenths of Doohan’s time over 
and over again, and looked smoother, more comfortable, 
and safer - until he fell off, and was out of the race. And 
Schwantz replacement Scott Russell was at one stage sec- 
ond-fastest after avowedly throwing caution to the 
winds in an attempt to get right on top of his new steed. 

But the order on the starting grid was settled by a 
flurry of fast laps in the closing minutes, with Russell 
pushed to sixth and Beattie to eighth, culminating in 
Criville's glorious swoop from fifth to first. 

Loris Capirossi had come through a little earlier to 
end up third, but was far from his usual chirpy self, 
clearly sobered by the significant speed difference 
between a 250 and a 500 at what was now a daunting 
prospect rather than a fun track. Then came Alberto 


Puig, who had clearly been trying hard, and was disap- 
pointed not to have been faster. 

Norifumi Abe was an Assen first-timer, but as many 
are finding, the track is much easier to learn since it was 
widened and resurfaced for 1991. Abe cut his lap time 
from 2:07.7 on Thursday morning to a respectable 2:03.8 
by Friday afternoon, and was actually on the front row 
of the grid before Criville moved everybody down one. 

Now he led row two from Russell, a different kind of 
novice, having raced Superbikes here twice in the past. 
His biggest difficulty in adapting to a GP bike remains 
the front wheel - braking and turning in to the corners - 
and there is little of that sort of action at the fast and 
sweeping track. If anything, the banked turns take the 
emphasis away from the front wheel. 

Russell recognized a chance to take a forward leap in 
his switchover program, and took it. “Until now Гуе 


. been riding carefully and trying to stay on. You don't 


learn much that way. I have to adapt fast so I have to 
start taking risks." Accordingly he was showing an 
aggressive and muscular style, and going respectably 
fast. By the end, he said: “I’m ready to race right now. 
Those guys who went faster than me at the end used 
qualifying tires. In the race they'll come back toward 
me.” 

Alex Barros was alongside, with no complaints except 
his lap time. “I want nothing except one second faster,” 
he said. 

Beattie remained eighth, but his place on the grid was 
taken by the next man, Shinichi Itoh, who had also 
crashed, hurting his left hand once again. Already he 
was riding with a special pad wired on to the handlebar 
to ease the injury. 

This left the lackluster Luca Cadalora to head row 
three, dutifully if unconvincingly saying, “I think we can 
improve on the settings so I can go faster tomorrow." ` 

Then came Loris Reggiani, who'd lost the chance to 
get the V-twin Aprilia perfectly dialed in because of 
engine problems as well as some unexpected chassis 
problems, possibly the legacy of his heavy crash in Jerez. 


Then came top privateers Juan Borja and Bernard 
Garcia, with impressive Assen first-timer James Haydon 
leading row four. 

There were 30 qualifiers, with last place going to 
Jimmy Filice. : 

Max Biaggi's superiority was massive and demoraliz- 
ing in the 250cc class. He led every session, and ended 
up a full 1.2 seconds ahead of the next man. He exuded 
confidence, happy to remember his runaway win here 
last year, and adding, "It is definitely my favorite cir- 
cuit." 

Who could come close? Not even Tetsuya Harada, 
though he was trying when he made a most uncharacter- 
istic mistake, under-braking in the last session, and slid 
off for his spectacular crash (see Briefly...). 

Before then, he had been growing increasingly vocal 
in his impatient waiting for the new disc-valve bike; 
afterward he came back fighting, even testing in race- 
morning warmup before finally deciding to give in to his 
injuries and miss the race. 

This moved Tadayuki Okada up one place, at the 
head of a hatful of Hondas, but with his gap to Biaggi 
nigh on 1.5 seconds. I think we will be racing for second 
tomorrow," he said, a not unreasonable prophecy. 

He could see with whom, too. Ralf Waldmann was 
alongside, right up with him, and looking threatening. 
“Tt went slowly at first in practice, but finally we found a 
better chassis setting. That is the most important thing 
here." 

J.P. Ruggia's NSR Honda thus moved up onto the 
front row, leaving his production-Honda-riding team- 
mate Olivier Jacque in a career-best honorary fifth, lead- 
ing the third row of the grid. Then came the Aprilias of 
Jean-Michel Bayle, Locatelli and privateer Eskil Suter, the 
times closing up now. | 

Jurgen van den Goorbergh led row three from Kenny 
Roberts Jr., Patrick van den Goorbergh and Carles Checa. 
Wilco Zeelenberg was way down, 22nd fastest on the 
injured Doriano Romboni's NSR. —

Assen is ‘nicknamed the Cathedral. of Motorcy- 
cle Racing, so perhaps it is. not surprising that 
events of deep significance regularly take 
place there - every one of them. an illustration 
‘of human frailty. This year, at the. 70th anniver- 
sary of the first Dutch TT, pivotal moments took 
place in both 500 and 250cc classes, upon 
both of which the outcome of the championship 
will very probably hinge. Both took place on the 
second day of practice, removing the points 
leaders in both classes from the race. Daryl 
Beattie went first, with a luckless highsider on 
the circuit's slowest corner, the Strubben 
horseshoe. “1 was going good, but not like on a 
| best lap or anything. I'd been stuck behind 
(Norifumi) Abe. for. а couple of corners, and | 
got past him into the hairpin. І was. a bit tighter 
on the way in, and | felt like | may have leaned 
the bike over more than usual." On the corner 
exit, hard on the power, the Lucky Strike Suzu- 
ki suddenly ‘slid and sent him flying. "It was so 
quick that when | was closing the throttle | was 
already in the air," he. said later. He broke his 
left collarbone, in exactly the same place as in 
Japan-in 1991, and left the track shortly to 
have the.injury plated. in Britain. “I'll be able to 
ride in France,” he said. “I've ridden with it like 
this before.

By evening 
it was. clear that he had suffered only a single 
‘minor fracture to one. arm, and there was said 
to be a “30 percent chance” that he would race 

| the next day. In. fact, he did go out in morning 
‘warm-up, and after that decided to have a rest 
day instead. 


The Assen Factor: The classic Dutch track 
has been decisively influential on. many occa- 
sions; there are two recent examples. Last 
year, Kevin Schwantz's title defense was 
ruined and his career ultimately cut short when 
he broke his wrist in practice. In. 1992, Michael

The meeting had started.on a high note with a 
double-boost to bike racing from Lucky Strike. 
They announced that they had renewed one 
contract with Suzuki-and another with Daryl 
Beattie, both for the next two years, both with 
options for the future. By now the confirmation 
was no surprise; but earlier in the season there 
had been widespread rumors that the Ameri-

Man Kevin Schwantz. The double cóntract was 
officially confirmed at Assen, at the party of the 
year - a massive and packed-out celebration of 
the career of Kevin Schwantz, who confirmed 
his premature retirement two weeks before. 
Past and present World Champions in atten- 
dance included Michael Doohan, Kenny 
Roberts, and Schwantz's career-long rival 
Wayne Rainey. More than 300 paddock guests 
joined in the tributes that included presentation 
of a framed "good-bye card" with more than 
150 personal messages and signatures, and 
the first showing of a specially made personal 
video encapsulating key moments -of the last 
eight years of motorcycle racing history. 


Loris Capirossi is the latest to join the move ` 


to fitting a thumb-operated rear brake, in imita- 
tion of the measure adopted by force of circum- 
stances by Doohan two years ago. The Aus- 
tralian had no option. His technique relies 


` heavily on the rear brake, but his right foot was 


virtually useless. He fitted the thumb-brake out 
of desperation, and said at Assen: "If | had a 
foot, Га still rather have a foot brake." Some 
riders - including Sean Emmett and Tadayuki 
Okada - use a similar system right-hand. cor- 
ners, where they cannot get their toe to the 
pedal with the bike banked over. Capirossi's 


reason is that he believes more sensitivity can 
be achieved using the thumb than the foot. But 
he decided against testing it at Assen. The 
diminutive ex-double 125cc champion will test 
it next week...but another planned modification 
may be of more value. “ am going to try.a dif- 
ferent layout of the bike, with the seat moved 
further forward," Capirossi said.

In à compromise deal worked out in Japan 
between Suzuki, Kawasaki and sponsors 
Lucky Strike; new GP rider Scott Russell will 
race a Kawasaki in the Suzuka 8-Hour after 
all. Russell, who defected from the U.S.-based 
factory-linked Muzzy Kawasaki World Super- 


bike team to replace Schwantz at Lucky Strike. 


Suzuki, won the prestigious race on a Kawasa- 
ki last year. This year, the Kawasaki factory 
and a new local sponsor, coincidentally also 


: Lucky Strike, had signed him for an attempt 


repeat performance. Then Russell switched 
mid-season, and two weeks ago he did not 
expect to race at Suzuka. Now it has been con- 
firmed that he will. “I guess that’s the deal they 
worked out between the factories in Japan,” he 
said. “Kawasaki have not hadany problem with 
me. leaving. It's only Rob Muzzy who caused 
trouble in Italy (Russell missed the first day of 
practice. while legal details were reviewed), and 
I haven't heard from him since then." 


A last-minute deal saw former Lucky Strike 
Suzuki 250cc rider Wilco Zeelenberg back in 
the colors and the class as the Dutchman took 
a one-off Assen ride in place of the injured 
Doriano Romboni, who broke his. scaphoid in 
Germany. Wilco, who now races in the Thun- 
derbike class, was way off the pace, however, 
on the works NSR Honda, qualifying only 22nd 
and crashing out of a lowly finishing position in 
the last lap of the race. "It's hard to learn again 
how to ride a new bike at this track," smiled 
temporary team boss Giacomo Agostini indul- 
gently, doubtlessly. after counting the Lucky 


` Strike dollars into his coffers. 


The "traction control" controversy took a new 
twist at Assen, as fresh details emerged from 
behind a long-standing veil of secrecy. At 
Mugello, it was reported that Honda had intro- 
duced à primitive relative of this sophisticated 
electronic control in a “launch control” system 
engaged by the rider before the start, and auto- 
matically disengaging when third gear is 
engaged. At. Assen, it emerged that not only 


.has Suzuki been using a very similar system 


for some time (also: used, if selected by the 
rider, in wet conditions); but that they have also 
been using a second-generation anti-wheelspin 
control for the past one or two seasons. Suzu- 
ki's version of launch control simply retards the 
ignition to flatten the throttle response ‘in the 
lower gears. Honda's system appears to be 
similar. These are passive. systems, pre-pro- 
grammed to a set response. The anti-wheel- 
Spin system is more interactive. It is triggered 
by sensors measuring crankshaft acceleration, 
and can be set to retard ignition once this 
acceleration exceeds certain levels, such as 
when the rear tire breaks traction. This level of 
response can be fine-tuned. It appears that 
Schwantz, with his rough-on-the-throttle style, 
used the system to good effect, but. Alex Bar- 
ros and this year Beattie, who are smoother, 
did.not employ it. 

Max Biaggi and Aprilia to split? Looks like it. 
The defending 250cc World Champion, and 


favorite to win it again, is understood to have ` 





demanded a $1 million fee to stay with the 
firm, way too high for just a little factory, 
according to team boss Carlo Pernat. Biaggi 
has been cagey, though he is known to have 
ambitions of following countryman Loris 
Capirossi into the 500cc class, preferably on a 
Honda..But Pernat broke the vow of silence 
issued only two races ago, telling journalists: 
“Max has the opportunity to become а lifelong 
figurehead for Aprilia and for Chesterfield, but 
we cannot pay such a high fee. We have 
Locatelli and Perugini and there are other rid- 
ers. We prefer maybe to lose the champi- 
onship for one year." 


The latest Assen. rumor, the hardening of an 
old one, was that John Kocinski will return to 
Team Roberts, his original home in GP racing, 
and probably before the end of this year. 
Kocinski, having fallen out with several teams 
in the past; was having a fallow year, with no 


‘пае for 1995. He was known to be courting a 


Honda ride, but is likely to accept а Team 
Roberts invitation with enthusiasm. Kocinski 
won the .250 title with the team at his first. 
attempt in 1990, and came fourth and third in 
the 500 class in the next two years, before 
splitting acrimoniously with the team to move to 
Suzuki's 250 in 1993 to continue his career 
meltdown. Now, with top Marlboro Roberts: 
rider Luca Cadalora continuing to fight with the ' 
team over the tire issue, and to cruise. unim- 
pressively on the race track, the time is ripe for 
a reconciliation between racing's hyper-talerit- 
ed Bad Boy Kocinski and his former mentor 
Kenny Roberts. Insiders said that contact has 
not yet been officially established, but Roberts 
admitted: “I've been thinking a lot about John in 
the last few weeks." Asked if he expected to 
complete the season with Cadalora, he said: "It ` 
depends which hour you ask me." There меге 
also strong rumors that another former AMA 
250cc Grand Prix Champion and now Yamaha 
Superbike campaigner Colin Edwards Il is set 
to test the works Yamaha. Roberts put in an 
"informal request" for a third rider for Assen, 
which was declined by IRTA. It was widely 
believed that Edwards was the prime candi- 
date. 





The second Italian GP, named (after the Italian 
GPs of old) “Grand Premio della Nazione," 
was confirmed at Assen, to be held at Imola ori 
September 3. The on-again-off-again race 
replaces the U.S. GP, originally scheduled for 
August 6.at Elkhart Lake. 


The Assen crowd responded in style to the 
parade of champions laid on to celebrate the 
70th anniversary of the historic race. The three 
laps were led to wild applause by the recently 
retired Kevin Schwantz, who was kept busy not 
only pulling wheelies and holding a massive 
flagpole, but also keeping clear of Jim Red- 
man's howling Honda Six. “l could hear it 
screaming all. the time,” he grinned. Others іп 
the parade included Phil Read on his old 250 
Yamaha, Giacomo Agostini on an MV Agusta 
and Geoff Duke. on a Manx Norton. But 250 
World Champion of 1969, Kel Carruthers, was 
not able to ride the 350cc Benelli four, the larg- 
er displacement model of the motorcycle he 
rode to win the 250cc title. The bike broke a 
crankshaft while being warmed up the day 
before, and he switched instead to a spare MV 
Agusta. 
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n the end Dutchman Racing’s 
homeboy Fritz Kling validated the 
old maxim: There is no substitute 
for cubic horsepower. Using the 
brute strength of the Dutchman 
Yamaha’ FZR1000, the Lansing, Michi- 
gan, resident stormed to a clean sweep 
of the two Sunoco Race Fuels Formula 
USA races at his home track of Grattan 
Raceway; though he did so under the 
incessant buzzing pressure of Team 
Oliver Yamaha’s TZ250-mounted Rich 
Oliver on a scorchingly hot day that was 
plagued by a number of crashes. 

The battle was horsepower over han- 
dling, with Kling able to outmotor Oliv- 
er up the 3000-foot front straight, and 
Oliver slicing his way through the 10- 
turn infield only to lose the advantage at 
the end of the straight. 





In the first leg, Oliver was able to . 


take the lead on the sixth of 12 laps 
around the twisty two-mile course in 
western Michigan. But two laps from 
the end Oliver, turning the quickest laps 
of the weekend, went wide into turn 
three and hit a bump, unweighting the 
front end and sending him skittering 
down the track. He quickly re-mounted, 
but Kling was long gone on his way to 
an 11.03-second victory. Oliver ended 
up fifth. 

“I was hoping I'd do that in front of 
my friends and family. It's great," Kling 
said. “I think if he'd (Oliver) stayed up 
he might have had me. I couldn't keep 
up in the infield. I couldn't muscle the 
thing around." 

In the second and faster of two legs, 
Kling settled into the lead, Oliver into 
second, and that's the way it would end. 
Oliver probed and prodded, but Kling 
wouldn't be denied his second win in as 
many tries, though the Californian kept 
him honest to the line losing by a mere 
-15 second. Because Oliver was so close, 
“I couldn't do the wheelie I wanted,” 
said Kling. 

Oliver's chances at a win were ham- 
pered by a crash in the hairpin on the 
second lap. Team LaBelle's Dave Sad- 
owski, second in the first leg, ran into 
American Flyers-backed Todd Harring- 
ton (sixth in leg one) taking both out in

an area that Oliver, and teammate 
Chuck Sorensen, had been using for late- 
braking passing maneuvers. Because of a 
waving yellow, Oliver couldn't make his 
move there until the final lap when the 
ambulance was cleared. But Kling antici- 
pated the move, ran it in deep, and 
denied Oliver the chance. 

"I knew Rich was there the whole 
time," Kling said. “I got really wide the 
last lap. I knew I had to do it." 

“He rode fantastic,” Oliver acknowl- 
edged. "Anyone who watched the race 
knows what happens when you have 
horsepower versus handling." 

Kling earned $5000 in prize money 
for winning the two legs, plus at least 
another $2700 in contingency money 
from Yamaha, EBC Brakes, Wiseco, and 
Michelin. Oliver pocketed $2125, plus 
contingencies, and another $500 for win- 
ning the Middleweight GP. 

Third in both legs, was another horse- 
power versus handling battle; Team 
Valvoline Suzuki's Michael Martin 
against the TZ250 Yamaha of Team Oliv- 
er Yamaha's Chuck Sorensen. In both 
legs the result was the same, Martin, rid- 
ing with a separated shoulder, coming 
out on top, though he got some help 
from Sorensen in the first one. While 
running in second with less than two 
laps to go, Sorensen felt his front end 


starting to slide entering the hairpin.

Instead of crashing, he straightened the 
bike, ran off the track and "into the 
tulies. I was able to turn it, get it going, 
and was going through the gears in the 
dirt," he said. "I was doing stuff I hadn't 
done all weekend to pass those guys." 

Though Sorensen was able to save it, 
many riders weren't as lucky. As previ- 
ously stated, Oliver, who'd crashed at 
the end of the front straight in qualify- 
ing, crashed in leg one. Sadowski 
crashed in leg two and had the wind 
knocked out of him. He was taken to a 
local hospital for observation. The cause 
of the crash wasn't immediately known, 
though Sorensen, riding behind him at 
the time, and Harrington, the unintend- 
ed victim, both thought he must have 
lost his brakes. 

“He came by and grazed me, 
knocked my rear end out. There was no 
way he was braking when he hit me,” 
Harrington said. But team owner Bruce 
LaBelle said they didn't know what the 





cause was. “He (Sadowski) said Harring- 
ton got on the brakes early and he 
tagged him," LaBelle said before the 
destroyed CBR900 was returned to the 
pits. "Dave's okay. He has some chest 
pains. He hit his chest pretty hard. He 
was conscious, aware, alert." 

It was a particularly tough weekend 
for LaBelle. Sadowski's EBC Brakes 
Triple Crown Challenge teammate, Dale 
Quarterley, crashed spectacularly when 
the right front disk on his Team LaBelle 
Honda CBR900 shattered upon braking 
at the end of the front straightaway. Both 
bike and rider were catapulted into the 
air, across a sand trap, and over a berm. 
Quarterley was strapped to a back board 
and taken by ambulance to a hospital 
where it was discovered he'd suffered 
no broken bones or serious injuries, 
though he was kept overnight after bit- 
ing into his tongue. 

Virginia Breeze's Chris Taylor also 
crashed, though his first leg mishap was 
fairly low speed and caused no real 
damage to bike or rider. 

Michael Martin and Oliver ended the 
day tied on points with 92, after two of 
four rounds of the F-USA competition. 
Tied for third with 68 are Chris Taylor 
and Martin's Valvoline Suzuki teammate 
Chuck Graves, who rode with damaged 
ligaments in his left foot to ninth and 
10th on the day.

Kling got the jump on the 26-rider 
field in the first race, with Martin second 
in front of Oliver, Taylor, and Sorensen. 

On the next lap Oliver was under 
Martin to take second as Martin went up 
and out of the saddle when he screwed 
on the power too early. The bobble 
caused Martin to lose ground on the 
leaders, who soon settled into their own 
duel, leaving Martin to the pack. 

On the fourth lap the Valvoline Suzu- 
ki rider was out of the saddle again, this 
time more spectacularly out of the left- 
handed turn seven. Though he was able 
to save it, Sadowski was quickly by and 
Sorensen made his way past by the end 
of the lap. 

By now Kling and Oliver had close to 
an eight-second gap on Sadowski, who 
was third in front of Sorensen, Martin, 
and Harrington. Oliver stuffed his way 
under the big Yamaha of Kling in turn 
seven on the seventh lap, but Kling was 
able to take the lead back before the 
strip. á 

Oliver did it again a lap later, this time 
making it stick and pulling away slightly. 
He clocked his fastest lap of the day on 
the ninth, a 1:21.54, well under the time 
he'd clocked to take pole position in 
timed qualifying. At the end of the ninth 
lap he had a 1.5-second lead, but it would 
come undone a few turns later. 

Pushing hard, Oliver ran wide and 
found the one bump in turn three, an 
off-camber left. After skidding to a stop 
he did a quick inventory, found nothing 
broken, and started off again, dirt spew- 
ing out of his fairing and onto his rear 
tire for a few turns. He crossed the line 
in sixth on the 10th lap and would make 
up one spot at the end. 

By then Kling was long gone, win- 
ning by better than 11 seconds, with Sad- 
owski second. Sadowski had been run- 
ning in third behind Sorensen after 
Oliver's crash, when Sorensen ran into 
the woods at the hairpin and headed for 
the pond. 

"| went in there too hot and felt the 
Sorensen said. "I 
almost went into the pond." When he 
got back on the track he was in fourth 
place, where he would finish, behind 
Martin, who seemed happy to have the 
race over. 

“I had a few scary moments out 
there," Martin said. "I was on the gas too 
hard. I know I slowed Sadowski down. I 
was tying to hang on out there and keep 
that baby up. Everybody was having 
problems falling off at the end. I was 
counting them. There goes another one, 
and another one. My shoulder was hurt- 
ing a little bit. I was trying to hard. I was 
trying to overcompensate a little bit for 
my injury." 

"The track changed a lot from the 
first to the sixth lap," Sadowski said. "A 
lot of corners deteriorated, especially the 
hairpin. Those 250 guys showed me a 
thing or two about corner speed."

For the second race in a row Kling 
read the green light best and was away 
in the lead. Oliver, Harrington, Martin, 
Sadowski, and Sorensen followed for a 
lap before Sadowski ran into Harrington 
entering the hairpin. Both Sadowski and 
his Team LaBelle Honda CBR900 were 
thrown over the guardrail, with Harring- 
ton, who was riding with a broken left 
collarbone, also being knocked down. 
Sorensen was right behind at the time 
with a perfect view. He said it appeared 
that Sadowski didn't have any front 
brakes "and he knew it and he jammed 
on the rear," Sorensen said. 

That brought an ambulance and a 
waving yellow and defined the race into 








a number of groups. Kling led Oliver out 
front, Martin was in front of Sorensen, 
with Chuck Graves in front of Greg Gib- 
son, riding his Yamaha FZR750 as Sad- 
owski's Triple Crown Challenge team- 
mate in place of Quarterley, and Lanny 
Allen. 

At the halfway mark Kling and Oliv- 
er were about nine seconds in front of 
Martin-Sorensen and it looked like, in 
this race, that Oliver was willing to wait 
until the last lap to make his move. Kling 
had a moment on the seventh lap when 
he gassed it too hard in turn three, but 
he was able to save it without losing any 
time. 

“In the off-camber he spun it up and 
went sideways. I thought, now it's start- 
ing,” Oliver said. 

After that Oliver shadowed him the 
whole way, never passing, and waiting 
for the chance that never came. 

“On the last lap the waving yellow 
was stopped in the hairpin,” Oliver said. 
“He forced me wide and we were both 
in the marbles and almost stopped.” 

“On the last lap, I knew that if he 
wasn't ahead of me at the hairpin I had a 
good chance,” Kling said. “We both had 
to turn it in. This thing comes out of the 
corner better than his.” 

The only downside to Oliver's relent- 
less pursuit to the end was that Kling 
“didn't get to do the wheelie [ wanted.” 

“If I'd fallen again it would have been 
the third one in three days,” Oliver said. 
“I said to myself, “whatever you do, 
don’t crash.’ I wanted to keep in contact. 
He started to slide, but I never had the 
golden opportunity.” 

Martin was third, about 13 seconds 
behind the leaders and just in front of 
Sorensen. He said they'd made some 
changes during the break which made 
the Suzuki easier to ride, but that he was 
aware of Sorensen’s presence all day. 

“To be honest, I was doing my best to 
keep the Suzuki as wide as I could. I’m 
going to keep making points and it'll 
likely come down to the last race in 
Atlanta,” Martin said. 

“Tt gets frustrating,” Sorensen said of 
his pursuit of the Suzuki. “I had to fol- 
low him through the esses. He was 
parked.” 

About 10 seconds behind Sorensen 
came Chris Taylor, the Virginia Breeze 
rider dealing with the front-end push 
that had taken him down in the first leg. 

“It was still pushing. I learned to deal 
with more,” Taylor said. “I was trying to 
be as careful as I could, but not wimping 
around." 

Greg Gibson was a charging sixth, 
with Team Pearls Suzuki's Darryl Saylor 
getting the better of a racelong fight with 
Lanny Allen for seventh. Pearls Suzuki's 
Reuben Frankenfield and Valvoline 
Suzuki's Chuck Graves rounded out the 
top 10. єх

Team Suzuki 
reigns

GRATTAN, MI, JUNE 24 

n the way to their 104th WERA 
0 Endurance win, Team 

Suzuki Endurance had to endure 
two red flags, sweltering heat, an early 
and legitimate threat from Team Pearls 
Suzuki, a late afternoon thunderstorm, 
and, finally, a third red flag that would 
end . the Performance Machine/ 
Goodridge Four-Hour event about half 
an hour early. And, just to add to the 
mix, that final red flag was thrown to 
allow an ambulance, transporting a rider 
injured in an earlier sprint race, to be dri- 
ven across the track and to a local hospi- 
tal. (Grattan Raceway has no bridge or 
tunnel for pit access.) 

In the end, the team won largely 
because Dave Stanton, teamed with 
Michael Martin and riding after the sec- 
ond red flag and the rain show- 
ers, had the good sense not to crash on 
the wet track which battered Team 
Pearls Suzuki twice in the span of two 
laps. Stanton explained that he'd had a 





"big drift" on his Suzuki GSXR1100 in 
turn four the lap before Team Pearls 
Suzuki's Darryl Saylor lost the front end 
in the same place. 

“I knew it was slick the lap before. I 
backed off. I didn't want to be the one to 
test out the limits in that turn," Stanton 
said. 

The crash happened just before the 
two-hour mark and Saylor was quickly 
up and into the pits. After the team lost a 
few laps to repairs, Reuben Frankenfield 
was sent out, only to crash on his first 
lap in the ultra-slick west end of the 
track which had been recently repaved. 
“T was straight up and down and off the 
gas in that section; Stanton said. 

The only team with a chance of chal- 
lenging Team Suzuki after that was 
Northwest Honda. But as the rain sub- 
sided and the track dried, Stanton's 
determination grew, his lap times 
dropped, and his lead swelled. When the 
red flag was thrown, at about the 3:31 
mark, he had a 50-second gap on North- 
west Honda's Gordon Miller, riding sec- 
ond after Greg Abbott. 

“I think he got more confidence wick- 
ing it back up sooner than I did," Abbott 
said. "Once the clouds cleared up he 
gained confidence quicker than us." 

: Even so, Northwest Honda's second 
was their best finish this season and they 
were well in front of third-placed Air- 
port Racing, a team using a new lineup 
for Grattan. Team regular Kenny 
Melville was out after breaking his arm 
at the AMA National at Mid-Ohio and 
was replaced by local hotshoe Greg Gib- 
son. Gibson teamed with Eric Bienias on 
the team's Airport Honda-Kawasaki/ 
D&D Exhausts/EBC/Competitive Edge- 
backed Kawasaki ZX-7R. 

Fifth at the two- and three-hour 
marks, the team, which was running 
Dunlop DOT's, moved up to third in the 
final hour with Gibson in the saddle. 
Like the others, Bienias was cautious in 
the rain, especially in the newly paved 
section. 

Fourth, about five seconds back, came 
R.A. Racing, Ian McKinstray and Tim 
Ruhl aboard a Yamaha FZR750 with HP 
Motorsports Dean Hayes and Lanny 





Allen pushing their Kawasaki ZX-6R to 
fifth overall. R.A. Racing's McKinstray 
had passed HP Motorsports' Hayes in 
the hairpin on the lap before the red flag 
was thrown. With scoring reverting back 
one lap , R.A. took fourth. Both teams 
finished on the lead lap, completing 109 
tours of the two-mile western Michigan 
circuit. 

The last red flag was thrown when it 
was decided by a trauma nurse that 


Bryan Lance, the rider who'd crashed in ` 


the 750cc Production Novice race run 
just before the four-hour, needed imme- 
diate attention. Lance, who'd suddenly 





become nauseous, was taken to a local 
hospital where he was treated and 
released. 

The win extends Team Suzuki 
Endurance's lead in the championship 
point standings over Team Pearls Suzu- 
ki, 425.78-398.81, after four of 10 races. cN

GRATTAN, MI, JUNE 25 
eam Valvoline Suzuki's Tray Batey 
T» it patently obvious why he 
wears the number-one plate, win- 
ning the Michelin 1100cc Superstock race 
in a rout and narrowly edging teammate 
Steve Patterson in the 750cc battles. 
The big-bore 1100s were the first to hit 
the track, with Batey taking a flyer and 
making the race come to him. It never 





He gapped the field on the second lap, 
building up better than four seconds on 
the third lap as his tires heated up and 
from there on it was clear sailing. His 
margin at the end of the 10-lap, 20-mile 
race was 7.57 seconds. 

"The tires on the 1100 didn't come in 
until the third lap," the Tennessean said. 
“The bike was really running good. I'm 
not going to make all the races, but the 
ones I go to, I'm deadly serious about. I 
want the money." 

The race for second was a good one, 
Patterson settling in front Yamaha FZR750 
mounted Joseph Prussiano Ill on the sec- 
ond lap with Suzuki-mounted Daniel Bai- 
ley lurking nearby. Bailey made his move 
into third just before the hairpin on the 
second lap, moving up on Patterson as the 
two left Prussiano behind. 

Never easing up the pressure, Bailey 
made his move on the last lap when Pat- 
terson ran too hard into the hairpin. 

"My front end was not working too 
good," said Patterson, who'd injured 
himself with a practice spill on Saturday. 
“I overshot the hairpin and he slipped in 
on the inside." 

Prussiano had better than five seconds 
on Grant Lopez, fifth aboard a Suzuki 
GSXR1100, with Mark Junge sixth. 

Batey had to work harder for his next 
win, but only for a few laps. Once again 
he timed the green light perfectly and 
caught a flyer. Daniel Bailey also got a 
good jump - too good, the WERA officials 
decided, and brought him in for a stop- 
and-go penalty. He would finish 18th. 

Three laps in and Batey had a two-sec- 
ond cushion which only grew slightly to 



























the halfway point. Then it began to multi- 
ply; better than 4.6 on the sixth lap, it bal- 
looned to over seven on the seventh and 
would grow to 9.34 at the end of the 10- 
lap, 20-mile race. 

"The 750 was dialed in good," Batey 
said after his second win of the day. 
"Usually with Stevie (Patterson), if you 
can get ahead on the first lap and he's 
close, you know he's coming. Even if we 
broke the lap record, you know he's com- 
ing. They showed me plus-one-second 
two laps in a row. It made me nervous 
that he was behind me. I made a couple 
of little mistakes two laps in a row." 

The combination of searing heat and 
intense competition took its toll on the 
injured Patterson. "At the beginning I 
was going to stick with him. I just didn't 
have the strength to put in the full effort 
to run it in there," he said. 

Yet he had enough to clear away from 


, the field at about the same pace that 


Batey was leaving him. From the third 
lap on it was obvious that second was his 
and his alone, and that was where he 
ended. 

Third place was a four-rider fight for 
the first two-thirds of the race before 
Joseph Prussiano III and Joshua Kurt 
Hayes, riding a Kawasaki 600 against the 
750's, made their move. Hayes had taken 
over fourth with a pass of Team Pearls 
Suzuki's Darryl Saylor on the ninth lap, 
but by then it was too late to make a run 
at Patterson, though he was close to Prus- 
siano at the end. 

Saylor was fourth, about 1.5 seconds 
in front of Pearls Suzuki teammate 
Reuben Frankenfield with Mark Junge 
seventh.

would be Frankenfield's race, leading 
from start to finish, but not by much at 
the end. 

At the start Frankenfield was briefly 
behind Joshua Kurt Hayes before getting 
past to make a clean break, leaving 
Hayes and number-one-plate holder 
Mike Reed to fight over second. The pair 
never lost sight of the leader, though they 
were about two seconds back at the 
halfway mark. 

From then on they chipped away, clos- 
ing at the end, but never able to get past.

GRATTAN, MI, JUNE 25 
he race was 10 laps, but it was over 
in two. That's when Roadracing 
World's defending National Cham- 
pion Chris Rogers took the lead from Jim 
Struke, never to relinquish it. 

By the fourth lap he had a six-second 
cushion, a lead that would swell to close 
to nine, before Rogers backed off at the 
end to officially win by 6.19 seconds. 

"| knew Mike (Himmelsbach, third 
place) and Jim (Struke, second place) 
were going fast. I didn't want anything to 
do with them," said Rogers, who is also 
backed by Yamaha Motor Corporation. 

The race for second was also decided 
on the second lap, Honda-mounted Jim 
Struke dropping behind Rogers, but no 
farther in the end, despite a race-long bat- 
tle with fellow Honda rider Michael Him- 
melsbach. 

Himmielsbach took over second on the 
fifth lap, holding it on the sixth as Struke 
tried to draft by at the end of the front 
straight on the seventh lap. 

The pair swapped the spot with 
Struke back in front on the eighth lap, 
Himmelsbach pressing, but never able to 
regain the slot. On the final lap the two 
raced to the flag side-by-side out of the 
final turn with Struke getting the spot. 

“Jim’s bike was a little better than 
ours," Himmelsbach admitted. "We were 
chasing a miss all weekend. It wouldn't 
pull past 12,000. He could get me on the 
front and I rode hard through the infield. 
Once he wicked it up, I couldn't stay with 
him." 

"It was a tough one," Struke said. "T 
knew I wouldn't be able to match Chris 
(Rogers) on a rough track with the sus- 
pension they have on the Yamaha. I tried 
coming out onto the straight behind 
him." As for Himmelsbach, Struke said, 
“T knew that if I was in front of him, there 
was no way he could pass me," and he 
was right. 

Third in the early going was John 
Ulrich. The 41-year-old Roadracing 
World and Motorcycle Technology editor 
held off Himmelsbach until the fourth 
lap. He was alone for a while, then a trio 
of riders came at him, William Harrison 
leading the charge and bringing Mark 
Iannuzzelli and Larry Cohee. 

Iannuzzelli moved into fifth on the 
sixth lap and closed on Ulrich on the 
eighth, briefly getting in front, before 
Ulrich re-asserted himself. The pair 
would finish that way, their fight taking 
them clear of sixth place which Harrison 
took in front of Cohee. Paul Black was 
well alone in eighth in front of Troy 
Walker. ex

REIGN OF THE MICHIGAN MAFIA

LIMA, OH, JUNE 24 

s the main event rolled to the line 
A: round seven of the AMA 

Grand National Championship 
Series at the Lima Half Mile, little did 
Steve Morehead know that he was a 
marked man. Fresh off a repeat victory 
at the Dallas Half Mile one week earlier, 
the Findlay Flyer had hoped to come 
into his home state and win at the Allen 
County Fairgrounds as well - just as he 
did last year after a feisty battle with 
Will Davis. 

But Davis was gone by main event 
time, a casualty of the semis, and the 
hometown hero Morehead was left to 
face a hungry group of Michiganders, 
including five-time and defending series 
champion Scott Parker, Jay “Springer” 
Springsteen, Kevin Atherton and Dan 
Butler. 

When the dust had cleared and the 
trigger had been pulled on the 25-lap 
Grand National] main event, the Michi- 
gan Mafia had carried out the hit in a 
big way, with the Team Harley-David- 
son/HOG/Bell/Yeti-sponsored Parker 
rebounding from his disappointing 
11th-place finish at Dallas to garner his 
third win of the 1995 Grand National 
Series on the dry, pea gravel half mile 
before 9700 fans. Parker's fellow Michi- 
gan Mafia members, TCR Racing /Cum- 


ming’s Harley-Davidson/Ben Ford - 


Jr./Supertrapp-backed teammates Dan 
Butler and Kevin Atherton, became his 
partners in crime, finishing second and 
third, respectively. 

“The Michigan Mafia showed ‘em 
tonight!” a jubilant Parker yelled from 
atop the box afterward. “I glanced back 
a little bit and saw that I had an advan- 
tage on them, but I was really being con- 





servative and concentrating on moving 
forward.” 

Parker moved forward indeed, get- 
ting a great start, then running high on 
the cushion to move out to an over-five- 
second margin of victory. Morehead ran 
second in the early going, and appeared 
to be drawing a bead on Parker, but 
Morehead’s F&S Harley-Davidson- 
backed XR750 ground to a halt between 
turns three and four, relinquishing sec- 
ond place to Butler. Morehead was cred- 
ited with 17th place - dead last. Butler, 
meanwhile, seemed to be dialed into the 
Lima limestone all night long. The 
Waterford, Michigan, rider ran high 
early in the main event before pulling it 
down low, settling into a steady pace 
behind the champ and fighting off the 
last-lap efforts of fellow Michigan riders 
Atherton and Springsteen to land the 
runner-up spot as well as his first trip to 
the podium. Butler was elated. 

"This is probably one of the happiest 
days in my life,” Butler said. "I was on 
great equipment. We haven't been too 
far off the pace all year, and I'm starting 
to dial these grooves in. There's nothing 
like being on the box." 

Unlike his teammate, Atherton strug- 
gled for over half the feature, mucking it 
out with with Springsteen, George 
Roeder II and Rich King before putting 
on one of his patented charges of doom - 
with Springer in tow - to run down But- 
ler on the last lap. But it wasn't to be as 
the wily Springsteen gave Atherton just 
enough grief to keep the young Michi- 
gander from pulling off the move for 
second. 

“I’m bummed,” Atherton said. “I 
should’ve gotten second. It took me 15 
laps to get going, but I started catching 
him (Butler). We’ve been working hard, 
and I thought that we made the wrong 


_decision on which bike to ride (see 


Briefly), but I think we did the right 
thing.” 





Unencumbered by having to ride two 
classes at Lima, Springsteen celebrated 
his 20th anniversary in the Grand 
National wars (see Box) by bringing his 
Bartels’ Harley-Davidson/Bell/R.C. 
Trucking-supported entry home fourth. 
Springsteen took a liking to the 
smoother-than-usual half-mile oval 
early and then bided his time while bat- 
tling with Atherton, Roeder and King 
before pulling clear with Atherton in the 
closing stages of the race. The crafty vet- 
eran then briefly stole third place from 
Atherton and tried to sneak in a quick 
shot at Butler before slipping back to 
fourth at the flag - and back into second 
place in the Grand National points 
standings. Springer now trails Parker by 
14 points, 82-68. 

“I got a little greedy," Springsteen 
said. "Still, it wasn't that bad, huh?" 

The Garvis Honda/Shoei /Motion 
Pro/Missile Engineering/M.C. Stuff- 
sponsored King remained the constant in 
an ever-changing dirt track universe by 
guiding his RS750 to another solid, con- 
sistent fifth-place finish, jumping back up 
to third place in the series standings with 
65 points. 


HEATS 


The 883 riders had the weekend off, 
but no less than 52 riders showed up to 
contest the Grand National class, neces- 
sitating eight scratch qualifying heats to 
thin the field to 48. 

In the first 10-lap regular heat, Butler 
served notice that he was going to be 
tough by making a terrific start and sim- 
ply running away from the field. Davis 
ran second, but the North Carolinan 
was forced to defend his transfer posi- 
tion from a quartet of riders that includ- 
ed King, Suburban Harley-Davidson's 
Bret Beyer and. Loral Lake Racing’s Ron- 
nie Jones - the latter two riders finding 
success up near the hay bales. Davis just 
couldn't hang in there as King moved

by and into second place on lap two, 
and then Beyer and Jones passed Davis 
by lap eight. Butler nailed the win and 
King the transfer. 

"| was just leaving the gas on," Butler 
said. "They prepped the track real nice 
It seemed to be real moist on the cush- 
ion." 

After a slight delay due to malfunc- 
tioning starting equipment, Parker blast- 
ed from his outside starting position in 
heat two and mimicked Butler's perfor- 
mance by leading every lap. Meanwhile, . 
Atherton and Farris went at it for sec- 
ond place with the former Harley- 
Davidson factory rider powering off 
turn four to gain the upper hand at the 
halway point. From there, Parker led 
Atherton home. 

^We rolled around high and low try- 
ing to get ready for the main event," 
Parker said. ^I thought that was Rodney 
behind me, but it was Kevin. We've 
made a few changes, and now we're 
ready to rock and roll. It's sure a hell of 
a lot easier making it straight to the 
main through the heat than through that 
damn semi." 

Team Harley-Davidson's Chris Carr 
came up to bat in heat three, and he, too, 
led all 10 laps en route to a main event 
berth. But while his two predecessors 
seemed to have had it easy, Carr had to 
deal with Springsteen. Carr tried to 
make a run for it, but Springer would 
have none of that as he pulled in behind 
Carr on the low line while Deeley 
Harley-Davidson's Steve Beattie ran in 
third out by the hay bales. 

“Beattie spooked me," Springsteen 
said. “He kept running inside of me and 
then going high. I told him afterward, 
"Man, you kept running inside me and 
then heading for the parking lot.” 

Springsteen started pressing Carr 
hard while Beattie swarmed both riders, 
but in the end, Carr was able to keep 
Springsteen from the win by a wheel. 

“That was fun," Carr said. "I saw 
Springer trying those low lines and I 
decided that I'd better experiment down 
there too, because I don't know what 
kind of race track they're going to give 
us in the main event." 

Morehead bagged the final heat in 
the same convincing fashion while Bob 
Norfleet Racing-backed Rusty Rogers 
ran behind him around the bottom, 
fending off I.M. Leathers-sponsored 
Chris Evans and USC Racing's Terry 
Poovey. Despite being dialed in, howev- 
er, Morehead didn't want to make any 
predictions about the outcome of the 
main event. 

“I might have before I got here,” 
Morehead said. “But they put all the dirt 
in a pile on the infield. We'll keep track 
of the times of the guys in the semis and 
keep watching the race track. Now I 
hope it polishes off a bit more." 


SEMIS 


USC Racing-backed riders owned the 
first two semis as Poovey got a rocket of 
a start in the first semi and flat tore up 
the race track, leaving Moroney's 
Harley-Davidson-backed Georgie Price 
IV, Beyer and Farris to battle over the 
final two spots. Beyer wound up being 
the odd man out. 

Poovey's teammate Kevin Varnes 
came back from a fall in the scratch 
heats to find his way onto the ever- 
developing groove - a rarity at Lima - 
and parlay it into a win in the second 
semi over Evans and Jones. 





Roeder, normally a favorite to do 
well at Lima, finally woke up and 
snagged the third semi. Just behind him, 
however, a three-rider row developed, 
and Davis was right in the middle of it, 
fighting for his competitive life. Both Joe 
Kopp and Beattie ran in front of Davis 
early, but the scrappy R&R-backed rider 
wouldn’t give up, and he was soon 
looking to pass Kopp, a mission accom- 
plished when the Washington rider bob- 
bled in turns three and four on lap five. 
Davis appeared to be in the show right 
then, but on the last lap, as he tried to 
get past the rim-riding Beattie in turn 
four, the two almost got together. Beat- 
tie maintained second while Davis was 
forced to shut off, and as a result, Kopp 
steamed by for the final transfer. Davis - 
second in the points standings until 
tonight - was out, and so were his 
chances to gain points on Parker. 

“I don’t know what to say,” Davis 
said. “I can’t make any excuses. I just 
went slow.” 


GRAND NATIONAL 


When the 25-lap, 17-rider feature 
fired off the line it was King who got the 
best start, but Parker throttled up and 
railed into the lead down the back 
stretch. Morehead and Butler tucked 
into line behind Parker and it appeared 
as though the battle lines were drawn. 
Parker and Morehead even went one 
better, leaving Butler behind by the 
third lap and looking to settle the lead 
dogfight between themselves. 

Parker had a slim. but certain lead 
over Morehead going into lap four, and 
then the roof caved on the Ohio veteran 
when his motorcycle ate itself, nearly 
launching Morehead into the bales in 
turns three and four. 

“I think the bottom end went out of 
it,” Morehead said. “I can’t believe I got 
it skidded to a stop. We were able to run 
with Scotty and go everywhere that he 
was. I don’t know if we could have beat 
him, but I know I could've finished clos- 
er than second place did.” 

With Morehead’s demise, Butler 
inherited second place, and he immedi- 
ately set about trying to close the gap on 
Parker. Butler had found a line in turns 
one and two that allowed him to close 
up on Parker, but then Parker would 
reopen the gap in three and four. 

“Me and Morehead diced for a 
while,” Parker said. “I thought Steve 
was still behind me, then I saw Dan 
back there. He was doing just what he 
was supposed to.” 

Butler then resigned himself to the 
low line to burn off laps. 

“I didn't get the best start," Butler 
said. "But it seemed like everyone else

shut off, and I just kept it on. This was 
my type of track." 

Though Parker and Butler were clear, 
the battle for third was anything but. 
Atherton, Springsteen, Roeder, and 
Jones continuously shadowed each 
other on the straights before diving out 
of formation in the turns to pick their 
favorite line through the corners. 

By lap 10, Atherton had dragged 
Springsteen away from the battle and 
set out after Butler. But the traffic 
bunched up again around lap 17 as 
Springsteen went around the outside of 
the high-flying Roeder. King also dis- 
patched Roeder by lap 19. 

Up front, Parker had a four-second 
lead and was on autopilot. 

Finally, on lap 22, Atherton and 
Springsteen came calling for Butler. 
Both riders appeared to go into a hold- 
ing pattern for the next two laps, but on 
the white-flag lap, Springer tried to pull 
a greasy one on Atherton, drifting inside 
the eager youngster in turns one and 
two and placing himself in a good posi- 
tion to tackle Butler. But the emerging 





“old pro" in Atherton's split personality 
kept him in check, and it paid off as 
Springsteen drifted just high enough in 
turns three and four to allow Atherton 
to drive back underneath and secure the 
2-3 for TCR. 

“On the last lap I should've tried to 
go alongside Butler and move him off 
(the line),” Springsteen said." Those 
guys were getting tired. It sure helps a 
lot when I don't have to ride all the 
races." 

“I tried setting Dan up in turns one 
and two, but I got in a little hot," Ather- 
ton said. "Then Springer got in under- 
neath me and I thought, ‘Oh no.’ But I 
didn't try to do anything with him. I just 








followed him, and when he got in a little 
hot in three and four, I was able to get 
back by him. 

“But I'm real happy for Dan and for 
our team. Now we can approach every- 
body (sponsors) and say that both of us 
are capable of winning Nationals. That's 
what you need." 

Parker would never come close to 
being caught as he built up a six-second 
lead at the finish aboard his factory XR, 
claiming the win in as convincing a 
fashion as has been seen all year in the 
Grand National series. No, Parker hasn't 
won every round. But to his credit, 
when he has won, the Flint, Michigan- 
der has dominated. 


Something old, something new

Bailey says that he has gone to great lengths to mod- 
ernize the British powerplant, investing around $11,000 in the project thus far.

\ AMA National Championship 125/250cc MX Series

SOUTHWICK, MA, JUNE 25 

eff Emig knows just how close he 
J to not winning this year’s 250cc 

National round at the brutally rough 
MX 338 race track in Southwick. Had it 
not been for a little bit of good luck in 
the second 250cc mòto, he could have 
just as easily headed back to his home in 
Riverside, California, with nothing more 
than a top-five finish to talk about, 
instead of what actually happened, his 
first-ever 250cc National win. 

After a strong and impressive wire- 
to-wire victory in the first 250cc Nation- 
al moto, Emig looked to be headed to a 
Southwick sweep after taking an early 
lead in the second moto. However, 
Emig’s fellow factory Yamaha team 
rider and homestate hero John Dowd, 
who finished second in the first moto, 
decided he had had enough of eating 
Emig’s sandy roost and did something 
about it. For the first time all day, Emig 
suddenly found himself not leading the 
way, and the lead change seemed to 
fluster the former 125cc National 
champ..Soon after Dowd took over the 
point, Honda's Jeremy McGrath 
swooped by Emig as well. Then shortly 
after that, Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco 
passed the fading rider, as did Suzuki's 
Greg Albertyn. 

An overall win suddenly seemed out 
of reach for the first moto winner. But... 

When a blown shock seal knocked 
Dowd out of the race and Albertyn 
crashed while trying to make a move on 
LaRocco, Emig suddenly found himself 
running in third instead of fifth. Emig 
eventually took the checkered flag a 
long way behind second-moto winner 
McGrath and runner-up LaRocco. His 
third-place finish would be just enough 





to beat McGrath's 4-1 for the day's over- 
all honor, giving Emig his first 250cc 
win of his career. 

“I felt strong in the first moto,” said 
Emig, who outran Dowd to the checkers 
after a moto-long dogfight. "But in the 
second (moto) I had stomach cramps - 
well, not cramps, but my stomach was 
feeling messed up, and I just ran out of 
strength. But I’m happy I won, especial- 
ly at a place I wasn't confident. I’m 
more of a hard-pack rider, not the loam. 
But I still gave it 100 percent." 

Despite winning, Emig wasn't entire- 
ly pleased with his performance, know- 
ing that he nearly blew a sure win. This 
became came quite clear when a fan 
yelled at him afterward: “Do the same 
next week, Jeff." Emig quickly respond- 
ed: “No. I'm going to win both motos 
next week." 

In the second race, McGrath rode 
what could have been the single best 
outdoor moto of his career. All of the 
top factory riders gated at the front of 
the pack in the second 250cc moto. The 
three-time Supercross Champion simply 
outrode them all and eventually crossed 
the finish line with more than 10 sec- 
onds to spare over LaRocco, then Emig, 
Mike Kiedrowski and Albertyn. And he 
even rode the last two laps with a bro- 
ken footpeg that was dangling from his 
motorcycle after the race. 

"It was hell, rough," said McGrath of 
the notoriously grueling Southwick 
track. "I just hung in there, had some 
good lines, felt pretty good - till the end 
there. I got tired. But it (winning) was 
mostly (in my) heart - I wanted to win so 
bad." 

Grabbing third overall, sore wrist 
and all, was LaRocco, who posted 5-2 
finishes, while Albertyn (3-5) and 
Kiedrowski (6-4) rounded out the top 
five overall. 

McGrath came to and left Southwick 
with the series points lead intact, hold-

ing an 11-point advantage over Emig, 
208-197. Next in line is Kiedrowski with 
165, while not far behind him lurks 
Albertyn with 153. 

It was all Suzuki in the 125cc Nation- 
al - well, almost. Suzuki riders Tim 
Ferry and series points leader Damon 
Huffman each took moto wins but it 
was a Honda ridden by Steve Lamson 
that took the glory. Consistent 2-2 moto 
finishes gave the Team Honda/1-800- 
Collect rider the overall victory over 
Huffman's inconsistent 5-1 tally. After 
winning the first moto and getting off to 
a midpack start in the second moto - 
where he climbed to sixth - Ferry sal- 
vaged third overall. Team SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes (4-3) 
and Honda of Troy's Mike Brown (3-4) 
filled out the top five overall positions. 

The points chase remains extremely 
tight in the 125cc title chase. Huffman 
still stands on top of the leaderboard 
with 190 points, while Brown and Ferry 
are locked in a tie for second with 85 
points each. Hughes currently sits in 
fourth place but knocking on his back 
door is his teammate Mickael Pichon, as 
only one point separates the two 
Kawasaki riders, 176-175. 


250cc NATIONAL 


Much to the delight of the record- 
breaking crowd of 13,000, New Englan- 
der Dowd powered his blue-and-white 
factory Yamaha into the lead at the start 
of the first moto, but his stint in the 
spotlight wouldn't last for long, as Emig 
motored by his teammate before the 
opening lap was complete. Not far 
behind Dowd followed McGrath, 
Honda of Troy's Todd DeHoop and 
Albertyn. Kiedrowski came around in 
seventh; Team Noleen/Sizzler/Yama- 
ha's Larry Ward was ninth, and LaRoc- 
co 16th. 

Circulating the track in last place was 
Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw, who was 








involved in a multi-rider pileup in a 
tight, uphill, left-hand turn. Before the 
lap was over, Bradshaw would crash 
again all alone when his front sub- 
merged itself in a soft berm, spitting 
him over the bars. A frustrated and 
somewhat embarrassed Bradshaw 
would complete just one more lap 
before pulling off with a severely bent 
footpeg and a tweaked front end. 

Back out on the track, Emig, Dowd 
and McGrath were playing follow the 
leader, while Albertyn had sole control 
of fourth. DeHoop ran fifth for a while 
before giving in to LaRocco and 
Kiedrowski, who were involved in their 
own heated battle. 

Lap after lap, Emig, Dowd and 
McGrath raced single-file around the 
whooped-out track, stopping the clocks 
at just under two minutes a lap. 

By the halfway point, Emig appeared 
to open up a small advantage over 
Dowd, but never more than three sec- 
onds. Then McGrath started falling off 
the pace quite noticeably. Albertyn soon 
had McGrath in his sights again and 
quickly reeled in the Honda rider, then 
passed him a few laps later. 

"I set up my suspension a little too 
soft and almost went over the bars a 
couple of times, and that scared me a lit- 
tle," said McGrath. "I got discouraged 
and that's when Albee passed me." 

Meanwhile up front, a lapped rider 
blocked Emig’s line and allowed Dowd - 
to catch right back up to the leader. But 
just as lappers had helped Dowd's 
cause, they also hurt his bid for the lead 
a lap later while he tried to make a 
move on Emig. "Some guy rolled over 
the top of this jump, then pinned it and 
completely roosted me," said Dowd. 

Suddenly Emig found himself with 
his biggest lead thus far, a lead that 
would never be challenged again, at 
least not in this moto. 

Emig went on to score the first-moto 








win ahead of Dowd, Albertyn, McGrath, 
LaRocco, Kiedrowski and privateer Phil 
Lawrence. Earlier front-runner DeHoop 
dropped back to ninth, while Ward 
completed the top 10. 

"| just wasn't aggressive enough," 
said Dowd, who was the obvious crowd 
favorite. 

The second moto promised to be a 
great race as all the factory-backed rid- 
ers gated cleanly and rounded the first 
turn leading the way. Just as in the first 
moto, Emig was the early pacesetter, fol- 
lowed by Dowd, McGrath, LaRocco, 
Kiedrowski, Bradshaw and Albertyn. 
Right behind the South African was the 
first non-factory rider, Ward. 

The factory stars quickly broke away 
from the rest of the pack, once again 
chasing each other single-file lap after 
lap. Eventually, Bradshaw fell off the 
lead pace and would eventually fade all 
the way back to ninth where he would 
finish. 

“I'm still not strong enough,” said 
Bradshaw. "The track beat me. Oh, man, 
was it rough. This kind of track requires 
so much upper body strength, some- 
thing I don't have a whole lot of right 
now. I just have to keep working. I’m 
disgusted but not discouraged." 

Emig continued to lead the way but 
after about four laps, it was obvious that 
he was struggling and making small 
mistakes. 

"I was getting a little sloppy,” said 


g 

And it cost him. 

On the fifth lap, Dowd blew by Emig 
and opened up a sizable lead. 

“I didn’t want to screw around,” said 
Dowd. “I wanted to get around him 
(Emig) as soon as I could.” 

A lap later, McGrath passed Emig, as 
did both LaRocco and Albertyn later on. 

Dowd opened up a modest lead but 
McGrath would soon close the gap to 
almost nothing and, just past the 
halfway point, McGrath dove to the 
inside and passed the Yamaha rider. 
The crowd suddenly went silent. 

Things went from bad to worse for 
Dowd when a seal blew in his shock, 
turning his bike into a rolling pogo stick. 

“At first I thought it was me getting 
sloppy,” said Dowd. “I was so mad at 
myself. I started feeling it (the blown 
shock seal) about two laps before Jere- 
my passed me. I thought I was pulling 
away from those guys, then I started 
bouncing around.” 

About the same time, Albertyn 
crashed while trying to pass LaRocco 
and dropped to fifth behind Kiedrows- 
ki, making the top-five order McGrath, 
LaRocco, Emig, Kiedrowski and Alber- 


With only a few laps left, the field 
had become well spread-out with 
McGrath going on to take the win 11 
seconds ahead of LaRocco, who enjoyed 
an eight-second cushion over Emig. 
Twelve seconds later Kiedrowski fin- 
ished, and seven seconds after that was 
Albertyn. Team Noleen’s Kyle Lewis 
out-dueled his teammate Ward for sixth, 
while Lawrence, Bradshaw and DeHoop 
rounded out the top 10. 

“It's funny,” said moto winner 
McGrath. “We (Team Honda) don't 
practice in sand, but my first 125cc moto 
win was here, my first 250cc moto win 
was here, and today another win. I’ve 
been winning motos here for a long 
time.” 

LaRocco was content with third, fol- 
lowing his recent wrist injury. “It’s pret- 
ty sore,” said LaRocco of his battered 
left wrist that is covered with scars. “I’m 
good for about half a moto, then I lose 
my grip. It gets weak and I have a hard 
time holding on.” 





125cc NATIONAL 


The first 125cc National moto was all 
Tim Ferry's. The factory Suzuki rider 
blasted out of the gate and into the lead 
and was never seriously challenged dur- 
ing the whole race. Honda of Troy's 
Mike Craig gave Ferry a run early in the 
race until the ignition "fell off" his 
motorcycle, leaving him sparkless. 

Craig's departure gave Mike Brown 
sole possession of second, which he 
gladly accepted for four laps before 
Ryan Hughes had his way with him. But 
Brown didn't give up without a fight as 
he continued to hang with Hughes for 
the next few laps until Lamson, who 
rounded the first lap in ninth, stuck his 
front wheel in on the action and passed 
Brown for third. 

Lamson's next victim was Hughes, 
who succumbed to the Honda rider's 
come-from-behind charge four laps 
from the end. By the time Lamson had 
taken control of second, Ferry was 
already long gone, enjoying an uncatch- 
able seven-second lead. 

Not long after getting passed by 
Lamson, Hughes crashed into a tree, 
giving up one spot to the pesky Brown, 
making the top-five finishing order 
Ferry, Lamson, Brown, Hughes and 
Huffman, who got off to yet another 
poor start. 

Mickael Pichon also had a bad start, 
and like Huffman spent the entire moto 
making up for it. He salvaged sixth, 
ahead of Suzuki rider Denny Stephen- 
son, and a much smoother-looking Rob- 
bie Reynard, David Pingree and Brian 
Deegan. 

Huffman, the series points leader, 
was not happy with his fifth-place fin- 


ish. "It's been frustrating," said Huff- 
man. "After winning all the super- 
crosses, I expected to come in and win 
the Nationals, but it just isn't happen- 
ing." 

Huffman obviously took out his 
frustrations in the second moto. At the 
start of the second moto, the West 
Coast 125cc SX champ found himself 
chasing Lamson for the lead and was 
matching the Honda rider's every 
move. No matter how hard he tried, 
Lamson couldn't shake Huffman, who 
was riding like a man possessed. The 
inevitable happened near the halfway 
point when Huffman cleanly motored 
around Lamson and gradually pulled 
away.

"After the first moto, I knew I could 
win," said Huffman. "I was eating a lot 
of sand (from Lamson's roost). It (the 
sand) gets everywhere. I ride with my 
mouth open; I had so much sand in my 
mouth I couldn't breath. I was blowing 
sand out of my mouth - I had to get 
around him." 

Huffman went on and took the win - 
his first moto win of the year - with five 
seconds to spare over Lamson. Hughes 
spent much of his race mixing it up with 
teammate Pichon and Brown before set- 
tling into third where he would finish. 
Brown rode another solid race, finishing 
fourth, while Pichon claimed fifth ahead 
of Ferry, Reynard, Pingree, Deegan and 
Scott Carter. єх

from the get-go, and led the field 
through the first couple of laps, chal- 
lenged only once by Slight, who crossed 
the start and finish line first on the 
opening lap. The leaderboard would 
show Corser's number 11 on top spot 
for 17 laps. On the track, however, 
things were not quite so simple. 

Corser was leading a group of five 
riders, who refused to give an inch to 
each other; Slight, Fogarty, Piergiorgio 
Bontempi and Edwards were in the 
group waiting for Corser to make an 
error. 

Edwards was the first to fade. After 
several near crashes with sliding tires, 
the Texan decided to slow his pace. 

“Tt went well for six or seven laps,” 
the Yamaha rider said. “But then it got 
really scary, when I felt the bike sliding 
underneath me; I banged my knee on 
the ground and just managed to avoid 
an off-road excursion. That showed me 
that it was time to slow down.” 

His place in the lead group was taken 
over by Chili, who had come from a 
long way back after a poor start. 

For a brief time, it appeared that 
Corser and Slight were pulling away, 
but their escape only lasted some three 
laps. Ten laps before the end, the five- 
some were together again, now firmly 
having set their mind to battle it out 
until the bitter end. By now, Corser had 
lost the lead to Slight. 

“1 had gambled on a pretty soft tire 
which I'd tried during warm-up,” Cors- 
er said. “At. the halfway stage, it began 
to go off. I'd expected Aaron to get past 
me, but I didn't know that Carl (Fogar- 
ty) was that close."

ALBACETE, SPAIN, JUNE 25 
onda has finally made it, with 
Aaron Slight giving the RC45 its 
first World Superbike victory at 
Albacete. It was a fine (and long 
awaited) reward for the prestigious 
RC45 racing program, that began 
nearly a year and a half ago. And it 
also ended a drought for Slight, who 
hadn't tasted victory since Monza in 
1993; it was made even sweeter by the 
fact that he'd beaten championship 
leader Carl Fogarty in a straight fight. 
Still, only a few hours after this historic 
victory, the Ducati brigade struck back. 
Fogarty won the second heat, raising his 
World Championship points lead to a 
whopping 95 over Slight. 

Slight salvaged a third place from the 
second leg, crossing the line behind Fog- 
arty and Pier-Francesco Chili, who was 
fourth in the first race. 

The lone American in the series, 
Colin Edwards II, ended a disappoint- 
ing weekend with 10th and 11th place 
finishes, the result of poor tire choices 
for the series rookie. 

By day's end, Fogarty was still well 
in control of the situation, leading Slight 
230-135 after five of 12 rounds. Chili is 
third in the championship with 112 
points, 13 clear of Fabrizio Pirovano. 


RACE ONE 
After his two crashes in Monza, Troy 
Corser was desperate to do well in 
Albacete. The Aussie took command 
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To make a long story short, Corser 
dropped from first to third in only two 
laps and he had no reply. As the final 
lap began, Slight seemed in control, 
with Fogarty having problems shifting 
gears; later, the Brit admitted that his 
quickshift system was jumping out of 
second gear. 

At the finish, Slight just managed to 
stay ahead of the reigning World Cham- 
pion. “I played the waiting game,” the 
Kiwi explained. “I conserved my tires 
for about 20 laps; then I just tried to 
keep up the pace and ride my lines as 
smooth as possible and to secure my 
lead." 

Anthony Gobert finished seventh on 
the Muzzy Kawasaki, after a race-long 
fight with Fabrizio Pirovano. "I decided 
to put on a hard compound tire, but I 
didn't really know when it would start 
working," said the Kawasaki man. "But 
it was only at the end of the race that I 
benefited from that choice. For the sec- 
ond race I'll just have to push a little 
harder on the same tires." 


Simon Crafar, who has never felt 
much at ease at Albacete, got stuck in a 
battle with John Reynolds and Paolo 
Casoli for 11th. They finished just 
behind a very disappointed Edwards, 
who was 10th. 


RACE TWO 


In the second race, Fogarty was up to 
his old tricks. As the lights turned green, 
the red bike with the number-one plate 
made a dash to the front and was never 
headed. Behind him, Pirovano, Bontem- 
pi, Corser and Slight had a go at the 
remaining rostrum positions. 

At around the halfway stage, they 
were joined by Chili, who was recover- 
ing again from a poor start. 

"It has happened to me every time 
this year," the Italian said afterwards. 
"And to be quite honest, I do not know 
what I do wrong." 

Edwards was in eighth for most of 
the first half of the race, trying to fend 
off the attacks of Andreas Meklau. Up 
front, things stayed pretty close until 
five laps before the end. At that time, 
Bontempi retired with a broken engine, 
and Chili had passed most of the front 
men at the end of the straight (Corser on 
the 21st lap, Pirovano on the 22nd, Bon- 
tempi on the 23rd; Slight wás passed the 
next lap, but a few corners farther

any riders had predicted that the new weight limits for

It was nice revenge for the Australian, who had crashed 
twice at the Monza meeting one week earlier, and another time 
during free practice on Saturday morning. "It's important to 
start from the first line here," Corser said. "There's only a few 
places to pass and the track is pretty sandy when you get off the 
racing line. It'll be hard enough to get a good result without 
having to worry about passing other riders." 

Fogarty wasn't too pleased with his second-place qualifying 
effort. He claimed he would have been able to go round faster 
with last year's bike. “The different swingarm that we are using 
now doesn't allow me to turn the bike in the corners faster. 
Apart from that, we've got a grip problem; I'm losing the rear a 
little bit too. often.” 

The next two places on the front row were, however, occu- 
pied by two riders who are not normally that high up. Piergior-

The Castiglione brothers (owners of the Cagi- 
va Group) already seem to regret their deci- 
sion to pull-out. of Grand Prix racing. Gian- 
franco, one of the two bosses of the Cagiva 
concern, seemed pretty impressed by the 
performance of Pier-Francesco Chili at the 
Italian Grand Prix at Mugello a couple of 
weeks ago. The former 250cc rider rode the 
"old" Cagiva to third on the grid. A few days ` 
before the Dutch TT. (and the Superbike race 
at Albacete), Castiglione called Chili to ask if 
he would be interested in participating in the ` 
remaining Grands Prix of the season. Chili, 
who is under contract with the Gattolone rac- 
ing team, .had to refüse the offer because of 
conflicting dates for most of the Grands Prix 
(Assen, Donington). He might, however, 
enter the Cagiva in the Imola Grand Prix in 
the beginning of September. 


Andreas Meklau arrived in the Albacete pad- 
dock a battered man. On Sunday evening, he 
was doing some laps around the Monza track 
on his scooter after the San Marino round: 
Unfortunately, he came across a hare on the 
barely lit track. Meklau, who was not wearing · 
a helmet, crashed and injured his head, arm 
and side. But it didn't stop him from qualifying 
fifth for Albacete. When asked the reason for 
his improving results since Monza, he 
explained that the team had finally found a 
solution to his problems with the Promotor 
916. It seems that he’d been using the exact 
same setup. used by Troy. Corser, but it 
wasn't the best solution for the tall Austrian, 
who never found a comfortable position on 
the bike and wasn't able to. use the gear 
shifter properly because of the "compact" 
dimensions of the bike..Before the Monza 
race, the positions of seat, footpegs and han- 
dlebars were modified and.that — to do 
the tick. 





It is very-possible that the World: Superbike 
riders ‘have visited the south-Spanish circuit 
of Albacete for the last time. As. we reported 
some weeks ago, the manager of the track 
had been fired because of heavy financial 
losses.

ST. JEAN D'ANGELY, FRANCE, JUNE 18 
he spoils were shared at the sev- 
I enth round of the World 500cc 
MX Championship in France, as 
Joel Smets and Trampas Parker each 
took a win and a fourth to remain sepa- 
rated by a slender six points in the 
standings. The Husaberg star, Smets, 
won his fourth GP of the season via the 
second moto tie-breaker. 

It hadn’t rained at Saint Jean d'Ange- 
ly for two months - until Saturday 
evening. Sunday, however, saw only an 
intermittent drizzle and a crowd well in 
excess of 10,000 gathered to watch the 
first mud race of the series. 

It was, once again, Gerald Delepine 
who led up the first climb but he had 
not taken the holeshot. 

“I was first away but I left my brak- 
ing too late at the first turn and Delepine 
got under me,” said Swede Peter 
Johansson. “Parker passed me on the 
first lap but it went well after that. It 
was no trouble to repass Delepine, but 
Parker was just too fast.” 

Riders were soon being lapped in the 
sticky conditions and those backmarkers 
were the American's biggest problem. 
“It was easy to pass early in the race and 
I was soon in front,” said Parker. “I kept 
pulling out a lead and then Johansson 
would close again as I came to lappers. 
What was wrong with Smets? He was 
nearly on my rear wheel at one point.” 

“1 had come quickly to fourth and I 
thought I could wait," admitted the 
frustrated Belgian. "Once a dry groove 
developed it was much faster to stay on 
it. I tried so many times to pass 
Delepine, but I had no chance." 

Delepine had once again shot out of 
the gate on the quickest Honda in the 
pack and simply held on for what he 
could, and his increased confidence after 
two successive GP wins helped too. 

Gert Jan Van Doorn was fifth. "Those 
first four got well away in the early laps 
and I couldn't see them anymore," said 
Van Doorn. "Riding alone I had difficul- 
ty concentrating until (Yannig) Kervella 
got close in the last few laps." The 
Kawasaki veteran, Kervella, was in his 
element in his final GP. 

The King brothers registered solid 
scores without ever looking like they 
would pose their usual threat, while the 
factory Husqvarna team was again in 
tatters. 

Jacky Martens, once again, went off 
the track on the first lap after a collision, 
and crashed alone 15 minutes later 
dropping to around 20th. 

Johan Boonen had just passed 
Kervella for sixth at the same time when 
he was eliminated. “I couldn’t see to 
race,” said Boonen. “It wasn’t the mud. 
My gas cap flew off and my eyes and 
nose got filled with gas.” 

The drying track looked wider for 
race two, but it was not the most excit- 
ing race of the year.

Van Doorn and Shayne King disput- 
ed the early lead but the Dutchman was 
quickly pushed back to fourth by Smets 
and Delepine. 

After a quarter of an hour there was 
a short spell of activity as Smets moved 
ahead of King for the lead; Parker made 
a downhill pass on Van Doorn, and 
Darryll King dropped behind Peter 
Dirkx with "a silly fall". Then the race 
settled down again until the last three 
laps when Parker launched an offensive 
on Delepine's third place. If the Ameri- 
can could pass he would also deny 
Smets the overall on the day, but his 
frantic chase was to no avail, his final 
push failing by just a matter of inches. 
"] haven't been able to train properly 
since Luxembourg and I was feeling 
tired so I consciously saved myself for 
those final few minutes. I’ve got two

weeks now to get back to full fitness for 
Ireland." 

The Husqvarnas were once again in 
trouble. Martens went down in a heap at 
the first turn, while Johansson, their last 
remaining title hope, was struggling up 
the hills. "It must be ignition trouble," 
said Johansson. “We had it before at a 
German championship. I was 10 horse- 
power down and I had to go up all the 
big hills in first gear." Third off the gate, 
Johanssen was already down to sixth 
after a lap and 12th after 20 minutes. 
"The motor was running a little cleaner 
by then, but I stalled three times alto- 
gether." With a lap and a half to go, he 
was chasing Marsh for ninth when the 
motor died in a turn for the final time. 
Boonen went past, but Johansson gave it 
his all and pushed his way back under 
the Belgian in the final turn. єх

1: retrospect, 1995 could be viewed 





as a critical year in determining the 

long-term future of the TT races on 
the Isle of Man as a major part of the 
annual road racing calendar. There are, 
of course, many racing people who will 
tell you now that it is a pauper in a rich 
sporting world, a relic in a modern tech- 
nological age. These people may well be 
right, but for the short term, or 1995 at 
least, the road racing capital of the 
world continued to host the biggest two- 
week racing festival in the world. 

It may be no more than a festival 
these days; the racing has hardly been 
gripping stuff in recent years. Steve His- 
lop has usually trounced everyone in 
the Superbike (F-1/Senior) races, and 
those riders deemed to be among rac- 
ing’s stars (Brian Morrison, James 
Whitham, Carl Fogarty) have drifted 
away from the TT in recent times. Only 
Joey Dunlop can be classed as a true star 
among the TT entry list regulars.

A telling indictment was the fact 
that the TT’s biggest star, the only man 
surely capable of breaking the TT 
course lap record (Fogarty excluded),

| was absent for the second time in three 


years. Steve Hislop has always been 
concerned that his image within racing 
is purely related to the TT, and this has 
always rankled the Scot as he firmly 
believes in his racing ability. Lest we 
forget, he was British 250cc Champion 
in 1990, and has been a regular top-six 
finisher in the British Superbike classes 
in subsequent years. Before the 1995 
season commenced, Hislop stated that 
he would not ride at the TT this year, 
preferring to place all his efforts into 
his British National Devimend Ducati 
ride - and a good job he is making of it 
so far. 

Also missing were the top two in last 
year's British Championship, Ian Simp- 
son and Jim Moodie. In both cases the 
determining factor was the allegedly 
poor start money offered by the Auto 
Cycle Union (ACU) and the Manx 
Tourist Board for these two riders to 
compete in the TT. The Scots weren’t the 
only riders to be put out by the suppos- 
edly small offers. Even (whisper it) Joey 
Dunlop was at one point thought to be 
considering not coming, due to a some- 
what small financial inducement. 

This year’s entries had somewhat of 
a club or holiday look to them. Castrol 
Honda continues to support the TT as 
ever, and their four riders for the F-1 
and Senior, Dunlop, Nick Jefferies, 
Steve Ward and late replacement 
Phillip McCallen were all potential win- 
ners and all, bar McCallen, over 40 
years old. Some cynics dubbed them 
Dad’s Army. 

The American riders were back in 
force again. The usual traveling group 
of Californians comprising Thomas 
Montano, Craig McLean and the enig- 
matic Wayd Boyd were back for fun and 
frolics. Boyd especially seems more and 


more intent on entering every possible 
event at the TT, from the races them- 
selves (including the sidecars) to the 
Classic Parades, and the Beach Super- 





cross. He even had a go at the local hot- 
rod stock car race. 

Sadly, it wasn’t all fun and games for 
the Americans. William Boldman fell 
from his Honda RS250 in a support race 
and his bike flew into the crowd, injur- 
ing seven spectators. The most seriously 
hurt was an eight-year-old girl, who 
was flown to the hospital with serious 
head injuries. At the time of this writing, 
she is in serious but stable condition. 
Boldman suffered fractures to his legs. 
Unfortunately, the dangers of the circuit 
will never go away. 


FORMULA ONE 


Castrol Honda’s late decision to draft 
McCallen to assist its TT effort certainly 
paid dividends as the Ulsterman easily 
took his fourth overall TT victory and 
his second F-1 race win. 

Apart from the first split-timing 
point at Glen Helen (10 miles out) on lap 
one, where he trailed teammate Dunlop 
and Ducati-mounted Rob Holden by 
one second, McCallen was never headed 
(apart from one brief moment) and 
always had a commanding lead over his 
nearest pursuer, who surprisingly was 
Dunlop. Naturally, as with any TT race 
and any rider in the race, there were 
problems, and McCallen nearly made a 
late decision that would have cost him 
the race. 

“On the fourth lap, I think a fork seal 
broke,” McCallen explained. “The rear 
suspension really went off, and the bike 
started weaving about quite a bit. It was 
getting so bad on the fifth lap that I 
nearly came in at the end of the lap to 
have it looked at, but I would have lost 
the race.” 

McCallen’s problem actually turned 
out to be a loose rear wheel. The Honda 
squad had taken delivery of a new batch 


of Dymag wheels which McCallen said 
they had not bedded in, so the wheel 
was moving around on the sprocket. 
When one remembers what happened 














to Robert Dunlop in last year's event at 
Ballaugh Bridge when his RC45's rear 
wheel disintegrated, a reoccurrence was 
unthinkable. 

McCallen also encountered problems 
on the first two laps with visibility, 
which he readily admitted were proba- 
bly of his own making. 

“With hindsight, at my first pit stop I 
realized that I had probably been sitting 
up too much and I was picking up loads 
of flies on my visor,” he said. “It was 
really bad toward the end of the second 
lap and I lost loads of time.” 

He had indeed lost time. A 12-second 
lead at the second split-timing point at 
Ramsey (22 miles) totally evaporated 
over the Mountain and at the first pit 
stop Dunlop had actually snatched back 
the lead. However, a broken ventilation 
system on Dunlop’s bike was affecting 
the power of his RC45, and a 10-second- 
longer pit stop by Dunlop’s crew as they 
tried in vain to cure the problem gave 
the lead back to McCallen, who ended 
up winning by 18 seconds. 

Over the public address system, 
Dunlop stated that he was happy with 
second place, but his facial expressions 
belied his annoyance that a record- 
breaking 18th TT win would have to be 
put on hold. 

Englishman Simon Beck ended up an 
elated third, while Jefferies and Steve 
Ward brought the remaining Castrol 
Hondas home in fourth and fifth place, 
respectively. The expected Ducati chal- 
lenge did not materialize, Beck’s effort 
on the 888 not included. Scotsman Iain 
Duffus was in a confident mood before 
the race after setting the second-quickest 
qualifying time, but his Ducati 916 over- 
heated on the first lap. New Zealander 
Robert Holden had a battery fail on his 
916 on the second lap and Michael Rut- 
ter, also 916-mounted, retired early with 
a broken fuel pump. 


JUNIOR (600cc SUPERSPORT) 


It is amazing what one TT win will 
do for your confidence around the 
Mountain circuit. Prior to his maiden 
victory in the same race last year, Iain 
Duffus had become somewhat of a jour- 
neyman rider at the TT - always getting 
to the top five or six, but never really a 
threat to win. 

While the Scot's win had been by less 
than 10 seconds in 1994, this year’s vic- 
tory - aboard the V&M Duckhams 
Honda, was by a resounding one 
minute and six seconds over Jefferies. 
However, to leave it at that would not 
be telling the full story, because if it 
hadn't been for the last-lap crash of 
McCallen, the winning margin would 
have been somewhat smaller. 

Duffus was actually never headed. 
He led at the end of the first lap by 14 
seconds from McCallen, who at this 
time was recovering from a somewhat 
lackluster start that had seen him back 
in sixth place at Ramsey on the same 
lap. After that, it was always between 
these two. The Scot had caught the 
Ulsterman on the road by Glen Helen on 
lap two (they started at 11 and nine, 
respectively) and this seemed to spur 
McCallen on to greater efforts as he 
fought to keep Duffus from overtaking 
him. Overtake him he did, however, at 
the mid-distance (lap two) pit stops. 
McCallen took just one second longer 
and that was all Duffus needed. 

McCallen reduced the lead from 22 to 
12 seconds but crashed at the Water- 
works, suffering heavy bruising to his 
knees and leaving Duffus to canter to 
victory. 

“My plan was to get away hard at the 
start, and I was delighted with myself 
when I caught McCallen,” Duffus said. 





“Even when he started to pull away 
again on the road I knew I had it in 
hand. I was picking off markers and 
counting down in my head so I knew I 
was still well in command, and I felt I 
had a little something in reserve. Not 
too much, though. Phillip was going 
really hard, and I certainly didn’t want 
to go at his pace. To be honest with you, 
he was going bananas, and I wasn’t sur- 
prised when he crashed and lost it in a 
big way. I hope he’s all right.” 

Jefferies ended up second after being 
sixth at the end of the first lap. He 


moved into third by the end of the sec- 
ond lap and inherited second with 
McCallen’s demise. Colin Gable gained 
a first-ever TT rostrum placing with 
third. Montano was the first American 
home in 25th spot while McLean was 
33rd; Joseph O’Sullivan was a distant 
54th. 


SENIOR TT (OPEN F-1, SUPERBIKE, 
600cc SUPERSPORT AND 250cc GP) 


With McCallen having to honor his 
Thunderbike Trophy commitments at 
the Italian Grand Prix in Mugello, all 
prospects for a close and exciting race 
were on the cards for the closing race of 
TT95. And so it proved - for the first two 
laps anyway, after which the maestro 
Joey Dunlop duly played himself in and 
stormed to a 34-second victory that was 
really as impressive as his resounding 
250cc win earlier in the week. It's 19 TT 
wins for Dunlop now. 

From the start, though, it had been 
close. At the end of the opening lap, just 
seven seconds covered the top six riders: 
Dunlop, Duffus, Simon Beck, Holden, 
Jefferies and Steve Ward. 

The latter two Castrol Hondas began 
to fall away from the front four on the 
second lap and at Ramsey, Jefferies 
trailed Holden by nine seconds. Holden, 
however, was struggling. He had hit his 
left shoulder on the wall at Glen Helen 
and ripped his leathers badly, allowing 
Jefferies to close to within four seconds. 
Dunlop, meanwhile, held a similar 
advantage over Duffus, who likewise 
had four seconds over Beck.

It was on the third lap that Dunlop 
really began to get the hammer down 
and pull away, and from here on in the 
race became somewhat processional. 
Dunlop led by 35 seconds at the end of 
lap four and he was absolutely shattered 
at the end of the race. Manhandling a 
big 750cc four-stroke around the Isle of 
Man is hard work, and it showed on 
Dunlop's face. 

“T actually eased off on the last two 
laps," Dunlop said. "We didn't change 
tires during the race so I just wanted to 
keep it smooth, and not take any 
chances." 

After the disappointment of the F-1 
race, Steve Ward was happy with third 
place. Jefferies, though, wasn't pleased 
with fourth. 

"I'm pleased for Steve, he did well," 
Jefferies said. "We had problems with 


























fuel. We'd run out by the Stop Box on 
both stops so the bike went dead. My 
visor misted up pretty bad on the first 
four laps, so we changed that at the sec- 
ond stop. Not bad, I suppose." 
Montano finished 28th on his 600 
with Boyd ending up 37th. cN

WIENER NEUSTADT, AUSTRIA, JUNE 17 

alifornian Billy “The Bullet” 
í Hamill shot into speedway histo- 

ry by taking the second World 
Championship Speedway Grand Prix at 
Wiener Neustadt Speedway in Austria, 
becoming the first American to earn 
such a distinction. 

Hamill, currently in the middle of a 
busy European schedule, only started 
the “new look” World Championship 
Individual Speedway Series as a reserve. 
But he was assured of a berth in Wiener 
Neustadt after replacing Denmark’s 
Tommy Knudsen during the opening 
round of the series in Wroclaw, Poland, 
and scoring ample championship points 
to remain in the field. 

And he grabbed his chance with both 
hands as he roared to victory in brilliant 
style when favorites Hans Nielsen of 
Denmark and defending World Cham- 
pion Tony Rickardsson of Sweden wor- 
ried about each other in the A Final. 

“This is the sweetest moment in my 
career,” the young American said after- 
ward. “I have proven that I can be with 
the best in the world, and I am deter- 
mined to continue this in the future 
Grand Prix meetings.” 


QUALIFYING HEATS 


Hamill's place in the all-important A 
Final was in jeopardy throughout the 
middle part of the meeting as he strug- 
gled to gain the consistency required to 
match Nielsen and Rickardsson. In heat 
one, however, he made a dream start to

outpace England's Mark Loram and 
Gary Havelock, and Sweden's Mikael 
Karlsson. Hamill then pulled clear, set- 
tling his early race nerves. 

Hamill's first defeat of the night 
came in heat five when Nielsen came 
off gate one and pulled clear of the 
chasing pack, leaving Hamill to battle 
with America's 1993 World Champion, 
"Sudden" Sam Ermolenko, for second 
place. Ermolenko used all of his experi- 
ence and track craft to shake off a deter- 
mined challenge from Hamill, who 
tried every line in the book from inside 
to outside. 

Hamill was also in line for a shocking 
last place in heat nine. England's Chris 
Louis led the heat and appeared to have 
the race in the bag, while Hamill was at 
the back after failing to pass Austrian 
Wild Card Franz Leitner. But when the 
Jawa works rider and English test star's 
machine failed him, Rickardsson took 
the win with Leitner through for second 
and Hamill third, gaining a single pre- 
cious point. 

Heat 13 saw fellow Americans Greg 
Hancock and Hamill together in the 
same race, and they needed a rerun to 
sort it out after an unsatisfactory start. 
On the rerun, Marvyn Cox, the English- 
man now based in Germany, made the 
start and pulled clear while Hamill, 
Swedish rider Henka Gustafsson and 








Hancock fought each other for the 
minor placings. 

It was hardly a night to remember for 
Ermolenko, who was struggling with 
his motorcycles, and heat 16 summed 
up his night. He made a reasonable 
start, but it appeared as though he was 
let down by his machinery as Brits 
Andy Smith, Loram and Louis all got 
past him. Ermolenko was in danger of a 
berth in the D Final for the bottom four 
scorers, but would rebound and make 
his way to the C Final by tallying five 
points. 

"There were a lot of things wrong 
tonight," Ermolenko said. "And I am 
very discouraged by certain aspects of 
the event." 

Meanwhile, Hancock was looking to 
improve upon his Polish Grand Prix 
performance, and he acheived that goal 
by earning a spot in the B Final after 
scoring seven points by the end of the 
qualifying heats. 

A brilliant victory by Hamill in his 
final qualifying ride, heat 17, allowed 
the Cradely Heath Heathens star to 
relax and prepare for perhaps the 
biggest race of his relatively short racing 
career. 

“At one stage, it looked as though I 
might not make the A Final," Hamill 
said. “But I had to keep working hard, 
and I knew there was always a chance if 
I won my last qualifying ride - and 
that's what happened." 


GRAND PRIX HEATS 


Havelock took the D Final victory, 
which handed him seven GP points as 
he beat Leitner, Denmark's Jan Staech- 
man and Karlsson. 

Ermolenko then salvaged a disap- 


pointing night with victory in the C 
Final over Louis, Smith and Australia's 
Craig Boyce. There were a few nervous 
looks from Ermolenko over his shoulder 
- but by this stage he was on a laydown 
machine, which seemed to be going 
quicker. 

“I think I have to spend a bit more 
time working on my bikes because there 
is all this talk of laydown versus upright 
machines, and I have been caught out 
on this one," Ermolenko said. "We have 
had a meeting with the race team, and 
we will get it right. There are four more 
Grand Prix meetings to go, and I can't 
wait for the next one to try and get it 
right." ; 

Hancock had to settle for a third- 
place finish in the B Final, falling behind 
both race winner Gustafsson and Cox, 








but holding off Polish Grand Prix win- 
ner Tomasz Gollob. 

“I feel fairly pleased that I have 
improved on my Polish Grand Prix 
result, but I still have a lot of work to 
do,” Hancock said. “I want it to be my 
turn next...and I’m going to keep work- 
ing to try and make it happen for me.” 

Then came Hamill’s moment of glory 
- the A Final. 

Rickardsson, who was undefeated in 
his five qualifying rides, chose the 
inside gate. In the early stages it was 
obvious that the inside was more favor- 
able; the shorter run to the first turn 
made life a lot easier for the riders in 
gate one, and it appeared to still have 
plenty of drive left. 

Predictably, Nielsen went for gate 
two, but Hamill gambled and went for 
the outside gate, leaving Loram to start 
in gate three. 

“When it came to choosing the gate 
positions, I thought it was best to leave 
Hans and Tony worrying about each 
other,” Hamill said. “So I just got on 
with it from the outside.” 

A gamble it may have been, but it 
was a well-worked gamble which paid 
off superbly on the start. As both 
Nielsen and Rickardsson battled against 
each other on the tight inside line, 
Loram missed the start, and Hamill 
found some dirt on the outside. 

“When I hit the dirt I could see that 
there was a chance of diving past both 
of them (Nielsen and Rickardsson) 
because Mark had missed the gate,” 
Hamill said. “When it happened, I told 
myself to ride the bike until the wheels 
come off!” 

The sight of Hamill roaring past the 
two favorites down the back straight 
was simply brilliant, but that was not 
the end of the matter. Rickardsson did 
enough to halt Nielsen, but the reigning 
World Champion was trying to catch 
Hamill. Rickardsson tried everything 
possible to do so, but Hamill rode a per- 
fect race and no one was going to pass 
him once he was out in front. He 
crossed the line to gain 20 Grand Prix 
points, giving him a total of 24 and 
moving him to eighth in the current 
series standings. Rickardsson finished 
ahead of Nielsen, who now maintains a 
two-point edge over the reigning champ 
in the overall series, leading the stand- 
ings with 35 points. 

“T want to dedicate this win to my 
family and my race team because they 
have always been behind me,” Hamill 
said. “I hope that they are as pleased as 
me with this victory.” cN

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ra Suzuki has won an AMA Super- 

bike race. Miguel DuHamel winning 
at Heartland Park in Topeka, Kansas, in 
1990, to be exact. And if you follow the 
Yoshimura crew with interest, 1995 
probably didn't look any better than, 
1994, or any season in recent memory - 
it was common knowledge that the 
GSXR-based Superbike was too far gone 
to be whipped into anything resembling 
a competitive Superbike. 

Boy, were we wrong. Yoshimura 
Suzuki has had a gigantic breath of life 
blown into its program by Suzuki Japan, 
and the day is certainly coming that we 
will see a Yoshimura Suzuki rider atop 
the Superbike podium. Presently, the 
team is undergoing some teething prob- 
lems, but once the tire selection process 
and clutch setup are mastered, 
Yoshimura is going to take a machine 
that is affectionately called the "stone 
ax" by competitors and they will run at 
the front. We spoke with Yoshimura 
team manager Don Sakakura at Road 
America during the 600cc Supersport 
race about the new Yoshimura Suzuki 
and their new friend, Mr. Acceleration. 


| t has been some time since Yoshimu- 











Many people thought the Yoshimura 
crew would spend 1995 dusting gas 
tanks of the superbikes and waiting for 
1996 and the new GSXR. Instead the 
Yosh machines are the fastest in-line 
fours and Fred Merkel is qualifying 
the machine on the front row and 
threatening to win a National. Com- 
ment? 

We did a lot of off-season winter testing 
with many of the engineers from Japan, 
from Suzuki. They came over and are 
now putting a lot of emphasis on AMA 
Superbike racing, and it is really show- 
ing up in the results. We did a lot of 
development testing, testing a lot of 
chassis and engine parts. We always 
thought that we were just down on 
power, for some time we believed that, 
but engine power hasn’t improved for 
us a whole lot - it’s just mainly chassis. 
Getting the power to the ground and 
getting the riders comfortable on the 
bike - that’s the main improvement. It’s 
really starting to show up now. I have 
been just busying myself by trying new 
things in engine development. The chas- 
sis development is all done in Japan, so 
we just got the communication between 
us here in the States and at Suzuki Japan 
improved and it is really paying off for 
us. 

In the past, there were two weak areas 
for the Suzuki. One, it lost power once 
it began to get past operating tempera- 
ture; and two, the chassis wasn’t stiff 
enough. Do you agree with that and 
how were those two areas addressed in 
the 1995 machine? 

I think a lot of both of those factors were 
symptoms of tire wear. The Suzuki in 
the past has always qualified fairly well, 
but has not had much success in the race 
because you have to run a little harder 
tire and traction seemed to be our major 
problem in the past couple of years - the 
last few years perhaps. This year, trac- 
tion is improved - it’s much better and 











we can use the hard tire and it now will 
last longer. We can now do the race dis- 
tance at a good speed. 

Peak horsepower must be up signifi- 
cantly. 

We've made some small changes, noth- 
ing really major. In horsepower we are 
relatively close to everyone else, speeds 
are fairly close. We have been working 
on acceleration and getting the traction. 
And for the remainder of the season, a 
few tracks back in fact, are acceleration 
tracks such as Ohio and we did fairly 
well there. I was kind of surprised here 
(Road America) in the speeds because 
we were pretty close. 

But another thing is that the riders are 
making a big difference this year: Fred 
(Merkel) has brought a new dimension 
to our team. He's very aggressive and he 
and the other riders seem to work fairly 
well in any kind of development - chas- 
sis development or engine development 
situation. So his showing up has really 
helped the team out a lot. The last few 
races ... everybody has the fire inside, 
but now it's coming out and it's really 
good for the morale of the team to be 
able to run up front as we now can. 
When do you expect to get a 1996 plat- 
form or Superbike? 

We haven't heard. I have heard that it is 
quite a bit different, but that is about the 
extent of it. Also, we won't do the 
World Superbike race at Laguna 
because Suzuki does not have an official 
team - but next year, with the new bike, 
they may. 

The big airbox is back on the Super- 
bike. 

That's helped a little bit. It's not a 
tremendous gain or anything. We really 
surprised ourselves in getting the bike 
to handle and getting the riders com- 
fortable on the bike - it's making quite a 
bit of difference. 

What is the theory behind who gets 
what here? Does the really good stuff 











go to Fred Merkel first and filter down 
to Donald Jacks or does everybody get 
the same-spec equipment? 

Everybody gets the same stuff. That's 
one thing that we stress here - all three 
guys on equal equipment at all times. 
Each guy’s setup is a little different but 
the base starting point is the same. It is 
just a matter of each guy getting his own 
equipment set up. Donald is coming 
along, he did fairly well at Daytona and 
we're just hoping to see him continue to 
improve and continue to move forward. 
One could say that Yoshimura has long 
had a big-horsepower-on-top, no- 
midrange-and-little-bottom-end theory 
in building engines. Do you think that 
has changed significantly in 1995? 

I'd say the engines are now more user- 
friendly and it is much easier to control 
the wheelspin. We're realizing now 
(smiles) that you are not wide open all 
the time on the race track and it is much 
more of an off-and-on throttle situation. 
You've got to have acceleration and that 
is a big departure for us. Really, though, 
the way our program has changed is 
that we are now directly working with 
the engineers over in Japan for the first 
time in perhaps 10 years. 

How does that process work? Do you 
request work in one area and they send 
you parts to address that, or do you just 
get parts that have worked for them? It 
must be difficult to develop parts for 
America with Japanese riders on 
Japanese tracks. 

They send us pieces that we test and 
they do the testing as well over there. 
That makes development time twice as 
fast, I think. It is slightly stressing to 
them (Suzuki Japan) that the U.S. cours- 
es and Japanese courses are so dramati- 
cally different, and that U.S. riders and 
Japanese riders are so different. There is 
a big difference in how the machine 
needs to be developed if it is going to 
America, chassis parts and suspension 
components need to be very different 
because, typically, the course conditions 
are pretty bumpy here. They send over a 
lot of parts that were designed on the 
smoother courses in Japan and they 
don't work too well here. But communi- 
cation is very good so we are really 
looking forward to next year. 

How would you compare Fred 
Merkel's setup to the other riders on 
the team? 

Very close. The riding styles are totally 
different but the actual setup on the 
machine is fairly close. 

When did you realize that Yoshimura 
was definitely going to be a player in 
1995? You had a good result at Day- 
tona, but that could be read several dif- 
ferent ways. Did you know at Daytona 
you had a flyer? 

From the second race, at Pomona, where 
from right out of the gate we were pret- 
ty competitive in the times. For us to be 
competitive right out of the gate at a 
bumpy course like that, I thought we 
would probably do well. Like I said, 
Fred (Merkel) has been getting more 
and more comfortable on the bike and 
I'm looking forward to the rest of the 
season. I think he'll probably win a race 
this year because he's qualifying well 
and his race setup ... if we get a good 
setup I'm sure he'll do well. The other 
riders as well. 

This almost seems surreal. If some- 
body had told you in the middle of last 
season that you would be running at 
the front and threatening to win a race 
in 1995, what would you have said? 
Last year, it would have seemed pretty 
far-fetched because we were really 
struggling. But now we're working 
together really well and we just need to 
keep it going. су

ike Brown was waiting out the 
M power failure at the Las Vegas 

Supercross. He leaned against 
his CR250 in the Honda of Troy pits, 
intently staring into the darkness. 

Several mechanics and teammates 
talked nearby, but Brown didn't seem to 
notice them. A drunken spectator 
swayed on an awning pole, sipping 
another beer and studying the bikes. A 
mechanic answered a few questions 
from the tipsy fan. Brown remained 
oblivious to it all. 

Until the drunk directed the conver- 
sation toward Mike's heat. 

"Pretty good ride," he slurred, refer- 
ring to Brown's third-place finish that 
put him in the main. "But I'm disap- 
pointed. You gave up." 

Brown snapped out of his pre-race 
trance. A few more words were 
exchanged before Brown had had 
enough. Before he could retreat to the 
confines of thé box van, the fan blurted 
it out again. "You gave up." 

Brown lunged forward. “Just get out 
of here," he barked as teammate Todd 
DeHoop restrained him. Brown stared 
the heckler down until the drunk disap- 
peared into the darkness. DeHoop con- 
soled him by rubbing the stubble of 
Brown’s closely cropped hair. 

` “Not long ago he'd have just decked 
the guy and not thought another thing 
about it,” said Barbara Williams, a long- 
time Cycle News contributor who 
watched Brown's rise through the ranks 
in the southeast. 

But these days, Brown is giving a lot 
of thought to what he's doing. He's far 
from giving up on the dream to estab- 
lish himself as one of the top riders, and 
he's devoting more effort than ever to 
reach that goal. 

At age 23, when most riders begin to 
hit their peak, he knows it's time to 
make things happen. 

"I know I'm getting older, and I have 
to do something before I get much 
older," said the soft-spoken Tennessee 
native. 

Brown has done quite a bit in the 
past year. His rise began last season 
when he won his first 125cc supercross 
main in the Pontiac Silverdome. 

"That gave me a lot of confidence," 
said Brown. "There were a lot of good 
guys there and none of them wrecked. I 
beat them fair and square. It was the 
best feeling I've ever had, and that 
helped a lot for the rest of the year." 

Although he didn't win another 
supercross or even a 125cc National in 
/94, his results steadily improved. 
Brown was a regular top-10 finisher in 
the 125cc Nationals, often starting at the 
front of the pack only to fade back as the 
motos wore on. 

His performances were good enough 
to attract Honda of Troy's attention, and 
at the end of the year they lured him 
away from his long-time sponsor, Jim's 
Motorcycles of Johnson City, Tennessee. 

"It was hard to leave the people at 
Jim's, they had given me everything I 
ever wanted," Brown said. "But the 
Honda of Troy ride was a better oppor- 











tunity. I think they were happy that I 
was moving up and doing better." 

Better indeed, for Brown promptly 
rewarded his new backers by winning 
the AMA Fall Classic Series, unseating 
defending champ and teammate Todd 
DeHoop in the process. 

Brown may have ended ‘94 on fire, 
but his flame was flickering at the start 
of this season. In the early 125cc Eastern 
Regional Supercross rounds, he seemed 
to be back to his old habit of starting 
strong only to fade as the races wore on. 
Then he bruised four ribs at the Indi- 
anapolis Supercross and was out for 
several weeks. It turned out to be a 
blessing in disguise. 

“Being off helped me," said Brown. 
“I didn't ride again until Pontiac, but I 
was training the whole time." 

When Brown did return, his results 
immediately began improving. He won 
at Charlotte and again in the last round 
in Cleveland. Mikael Pichon had put the 
championship out of reach, but Brown's 
strong second half propelled him to sec- 
ond in the final standings. 

With his 125cc supercross series over, 
Brown came out west to ride the 
remaining rounds in the 250cc class. He 
finished eighth in San Jose and sixth in 
Las Vegas. 

Brown has excelled outdoors, too. He 
led the 125cc National at Hangtown and 
finished with a pair of fourths. He won

his first National moto a few weeks later 
in Mt. Morris and is in contention for 
the championship. 

“Tve been training and riding more,” 
said Brown of his recent success. “Just 
finishing good has. helped me. It gives 
me the confidence that I can win. 

“T used to get nervous...well, not ner- 
vous, but when Га get a good start I 
would worry about who was behind 
me. That would make me tired. 

“Plus, I've calmed down and 
smoothed out," continues the usually 
quiet Brown. "I'm not as wild. I've done 
better as I’ve gotten older. Now I'm 
approaching this as a job, and it's 
helped a lot. I only wish I would've 
done it a lot earlier, when I first started." 

Mike was exposed to motorcycle rac- 
ing at an early age. His father raced the 
tracks near Gray, Tennessee, in the pro 
class in the early ‘70s. He quit when 
Mike was about five years old, so the 
racing bug never hit the youngster that 
hard. 

“I still always loved motorcycles, but 
he would never get me one until I was 
13," remembers Mike. “I got a little trail- 
bike that I rode around the yard."

He finally got a real motocrosser one 
Friday afternoon, and competed at 
Muddy Creek Raceway that Sunday. 

“I finished third in the Junior Mini 
class, and I’ve been going at it ever since 
then.” 

Brown advanced a class each year 
until he reached professional status in 
1991. He dominated at Muddy Creek, 
his “home” track, and is still practically 
unbeatable there. In fact he often drives 

through the night after eastern super- 
crosses to race there the next day. 

“I like racing around home,” he said. 
"I like racing with the local people..I get 
to see some friends and I don't have to 
go very far to get home." 

Brown's dominance in the Southeast 
led to his first big ride with the Peak 
Antifreeze/Pro Circuit Honda team in 
1992. What could have been a ticket to 
the big time turned out to be a bad situ- 
ation for Brown. 

“Nothing really worked for me 
there," said Brown. “Mitch (Payton, Pro 
Circuit owner) put a lot of pressure on 
me. You had to win, second wasn’t good 
enough. I was young and couldn’t han- 
dle all the pressure. It could have been a 
good thing if I would have done well. 
But it just didn’t work out for me.” 

Perhaps it nearly chased Mike from 
the sport. Later that year he bought him- 
self a late-model dirt track stock car and 
went racing on the local dirt ovals. 

“1 raced the car about 10 times,” he 
recalls. “I still raced motorcycles a lot. I 
just didn't care as much about motorcy- 
cle racing as I had before." 

Racing against some of the best dirt- 
trackers in the region, Brown's best fin- 
ish was a second. But he quickly found 
that car racing was too expensive. 

"I blew the engine the last time I 
raced it and it cost about 30 grand to fix 
it,” said Brown. "It's fun racing cars, but 
it takes so much money and you don't 
win enough." 

Brown parked the car and got serious 
about racing motocross again. He 
recently sold it and isn't sure if he'll get 
another when he's through competing 
on two wheels. 

For now, Mike's goal is a top-three 
finish in the 125cc National Champi- 
onship. 

"Right now I'm right there with the 
leaders," he says. "If nothing goes 
wrong I hope to stay with them to the 
end." 

And while he hopes his performance 
will bring the factory team managers to 
his door, Brown is content with what 
he's got. 

"Everything is good here with 
Honda of Troy," Brown says. "There is a 
bit of stuff the factory has that we can't 
get, but this is like a factory ride." 

Along with a small salary, Mike is 
flown back and forth to most races, 
which gives him more time to be at 
home in Gray, Tennessee. Although 
training is taking up more of his time, 
he also likes to play golf, basketball and 
racquetball. He hopes to have a new 
home soon that he'll share when he 
marries his fiancée, Missy White. The 
wedding, however, will likely wait until 
his career slows down. 

If Mike Brown has his way, that 
won't be soon. He's already looking for- 
ward to competing in the 250cc super- 
cross and going for the 125cc National 
title again next year. 

"I'm not going to get faster if I don't 
move up now while Im young," says 
Brown. "I've always been fast enough, I 
just wasn't in good shape. Now I'm 
putting it all together." 

And judging by the fire in his eyes on 
that Las Vegas night, he's not going to 
let anybody tell him differently. €N

weekend at LaSalle - 

imagine that!” said Scott 
Parker after winning one of the most 
prestigious regional events in dirt track 
racing, the Harmon Automotive 
Group/Budweiser/KK Supply 25th 
Anniversary Old Time Newsies regional 
dirt track race at the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Fairgrounds. 

The Harley-Davidson factory-spon- 
sored Parker wrestled the silver- 
anniversary running of the event from 
defending champion Steve Morehead 
and the rest of a talent-laden field. The 
money the five-time AMA Grand 
National Champion was referring to 
was his large portion of the $10,000 
purse and an additional $10,000 in con- 
tingency money. Parker made a rare 
non-national appearance for the money 
and to work on the new C&J chassis that 
he and tuner Bill Werner are dialing in. 

Morehead bounded back moments 
after the main event, however, to beat 
Jay Springsteen, Will Davis and Chris 
Evans in the $5000 Edgar Fuhr Dash for 
Cash. The other victors at this AMA 
Regional event included Kevin Atherton 
(600cc Expert), Jeff Randolph (600cc Pro- 
Am), Scott Shinn (250cc Pro-Am) and 
Georgie Price IV (883cc final). The event 
was one part of a weekend of events 
that has led to the donation of more 
than $1.6 million to Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters of Dayton, and Muscular Dystro- 
phy. 

The spectators that arrived early 
were treated to the new format of 
scratch heats that have replaced time tri- 
als. The scratch heats were more than a 
formality as the winners qualified for 
the Dash for Cash. The first showdown 
came quickly; Morehead and Parker 
were in the first scratch heat. Morehead

served notice that his six wins at the 
Newsies were no fluke as the “Findlay 
Flyer” put Parker and the field away 
handily. The other scratch heat winners 
were Evans, Springsteen, George Roeder 
II and Davis. With the completion of the 
scratch heats, the regular portion of the 
evening’s program commenced. 
Morehead kept his evening rolling as 
he put away three-time event winner 
Roeder II and Steve Beattie. Price won a 
battle with Dave Rayburn for fourth 
place, benefiting from being in the 
fastest heat and qualifying for the main. 
Springsteen had to run down and put

away a very persistent Evans for the 
win in the second heat while Dan Butler 
picked up his ticket to the big money 
event with a third-place finish. Werner 
had his rider's mount dialed as Parker 
won the last of the heats, and Terry 
Poovey and Will Davis earned the last 
two spots in the main by finishing 
behind the champ. 





The near capacity crowd was about 
to get what it came for when the 750cc 
Expert main event rolled to the line. 
Could the Dayton regulars (Morehead 
and Roeder - nine wins between them) 
deal with the Harley-Davidson factory 
riders past and present (Springsteen and 
Parker)? 

Morehead chose the outside pole as 
the field assembled for the main. The 
initial lap would be very interesting as 
Parker beat Morehead to the first turn 
and led down the back straight. As the 
leaders completed the first lap Davis got 
off in turn four. Yellow flags appeared 
everywhere as Davis scrambled to safe- 
ty, leaving his mount on the track. Park- 
er and Morehead were side by side as 
they entered turn three for the second 
time. Morehead went high in the ruts 
and lost the front end. The crowd held 
its breath as the Ohio rider lay on the 
track. The event was stopped as More- 
head and Davis regrouped. Springsteen 
gave Morehead a ride back to the pits 
and then "Springer" never returned, 
clutch problems putting him out of the 
event. 

On the restart, Davis was on the back 
row for causing the race to be red- 
flagged. Morehead went back to the 
pole with a re-injured right thumb. 

During the first five laps of the main, 
Morehead owned turns one and two 
while Parker controlled three and four, 
and the two riders raced side by side, 
back and forth. Further back, two other 
fine battles had shaped up. Evans held 
off Butler and Roeder for fourth while 
Poovey bettered Davis for seventh. 

But with four laps to go, Parker 
pulled away for the win. The Flint, 
Michigander delighted the crowd with 
his patented war whoops as he collected 
the king's ransom in purse contingency 
money while runner-up Morehead 
thanked the crowd and disappeared to 
change the gearing on his mount for the 
Dash for Cash, which he won handily 
over Roeder, Springsteen and Evans. €N

fter defaulting on his first climb, 
А Pro Hillclimber Jimmy 

Dingee took his powerhouse 
XR750 Harley-Davidson to his first pro 
race victory with a straight-line blast to 
the top of the hill as the AMA National 
Championship Hillclimb Series ascend- 
ed upon the Hornell M.C.’s hill for 
round four of their national tour. 

Not so surprisingly, Paul Pinsonnault 
of the 540cc class improved on his first 
climb to hold fellow competitors Rick 
Soter and Scott McNeely off, to take his 
second National Pro win in the increas- 
ingly competitive class. 

Pro Hillclimb action returned to the 
annual stop at Hornell M.C. and the rid- 
ers were presented with the usual drag- 
striplike, horsepower-eating hill that the 
clubgrounds feature. The pea gravel and 
stones on the course act like marbles, 
calling for higher gearing, higher revs 
and lots of horsepower. The 300-foot hill 
boasts two small kickers at the 150-foot 
marker and a kicker at the 210-foot 
marker. 

Under dusty conditions with high 
humidity and temperatures in the 90's, 
Terry Thompson of the 540cc class got 
the day’s event under way. Thompson 
kicked up a dusty rooster tail as he 
worked his BSA over the kickers to a 
7.6070-second run. Thompson’s second 
ride later in the day was quicker at 
6.8661 but wasn't fast enough to elevate 
him from 11th place. 

Rick Soter put his BSA on the hill 
quickly and found he had his hands full 
trying to keep the rebellious nitro burn- 
er in a straight line. Soter’s first time of

7.3700 was shaved by over a second 
with his second climb - a faster, 
straighter run that produced a 6.2686- 
second blast to the lights. As fast as it 
was, Soter had to settle for a third-place 
finish. “On the first ride I felt like an 
amateur... sideways and falling off and 
what not. The second ride was one of 
those rides where I didn't shoot off the 
whole way," Soter said at day's end. 

Scott McNeely: shoved his beautiful 
Honda into a top position after squeez- 
ing off a couple of dusty rides. The West 
Virginian’s first attempt netted a 7.3849 
up the single-line hill. He then bettered 
his time with a technically flawless sec- 
ond ride, clocking an awesome 6.1022. 
McNeely commented on his second- 
place-winning ride: “Everything 
clicked...it was a perfect run. I just 
wished my dad could’ve been here with 
me, who I thank for his support.” 

Paul Pinsonnault showed his cham-

pionship-winning style as he fired his 
stretched Honda onto the course to 
clock a 6.6689 in his first run. Fast 
enough for first place in the first round, 
the times would improve with the hill 
getting faster and faster as the day wore 
on. 

Pinsonnault’s second run - a perfect 
slingshot ride - was touched only with a 
little body language to keep on the

straight and narrow groove and pro- 
duced an unbelievable and crowd-pleas- 
ing 5.6309, to take his second first-place 
win of this season. 

“I just did what I had to. I was sur- 
prised I'd got that good," Pinsonnault 
said, referring to his time on his second 
ride. 

The first 800cc bike against the start- 
ing log was Lou Gerencer Jr.’s. The cur- 
rent number-one-plate holder put his 
Gerencer-tuned XR750 to the hill's face 
hard as he powered his way to the top 
in an attempt to set the pace early on. 
Gerencer clocked a 5.8851 for his first 
ride - the one he had to use due to an 
early dismount at the 30-foot marker 
during his second ride - only quick 
enough for fourth place. 

Pro USA's Steve Dresser wanted to 
make a statement in front of his home- 
town crowd of 3000-plus as he put his 
Harley onto the straight and narrow. 








Dresser got a kick out of the hill, shut- 
ting him down as he stepped out of 
bounds at the 260-foot mark. Feathering 
out of the starting box for his second 
chance, Dresser turned it on as he 
kicked out a huge, dusty rooster tail and 
blasted through the timer with 5.7988- 
second, third-place ride that kept him in 
the series points lead. 

"That holeshot, if you don't get that, 
you don't win. You've 
got to pin it to win it!" 
Dresser exclaimed. 

Round-three winner 
Greg Williams fired his 
stretched powerhouse 
four-cylinder onto the 
drag strip and clocked a 
solid 6.3102 for his first 
climb. Returning in the 
second half of the day, 
the Canadian turned it on 
with a vengeance. Get- 
ting a spring out of the 
first kicker, he rocketed 
to the lights, floating the 
front wheel for part of his 
5.6537 pass. Fast, but not 
fast enough to step it up 
from second place. ^On 
the second ride every- 
thing came together 
except for the holeshot. It 
didn't leave the line hard 
and that cost us the hill- 
climb," Williams lament- 
ed. 

Jimmy Dingee put his beautiful 
Erskine-built XR750 Harley to the hill's 


- face to produce a fast, straight run to 


and over the timing lights, as he took 
the lights out by running over them. 
Event referee Harold White ruled 
Dingee out at the 290 mark. Dingee 
returned and refined his riding style to 
produce yet another fast ride, staying 
straight as he blasted to the top with a 
ride that made hillclimbing look easy. 
Clocking an impressive 5.5202, Dingee 
took his first National Pro Hillclimb 
win and humbly smiled as he was 
asked how it felt: “Just backed back in 
there, dumped the clutch and off we 
went... Bob (owner of the XR750) and I 
would like to dedicate this race to our 
dads, who both died in May of 1982, 
and also thanks to my wife, who's 
home right now ready to have our baby 
any minute." с

K IN BLACK 


hen Team Honda/1-800-Col- 
W lect/Fox rolled to the starting line 

at the season-opening Orlando 
Supercross, Honda fans in the stands 
gasped and pointed at their red, white and 
black race bikes. No, they didn't look like 
the red, purple and white production CRs 
that were available to the general public, 
and soon, aftermarket plastic, graphic and 
seat cover companies were flooded with 
requests for replica accessories. 

As they say, imitation is the most sin- 
cere form of flattery. 

Good news, Jeremy McGrath wanna- 
bes and Doug Henry look-alikes - you 
won't have to work so hard to imitate 
your idols in 1996! Yes, the 1996 CR MX 
bike lineup features the same red, white 
and black color scheme as this year's fac- 
tory team machines: black radiator 
shrouds, white side panels, red fenders, 
red fork guards, a white front number 
plate, a black airbox, and trick red and 
black seat cover. 

But as always, there's more than meets 
the eye. Along with the obvious cosmetic 
changes come a handful of refinements

designed to make the latest generation 
CRs better than ever. But while fine-tun- 
ing was the theme for the three “big 
bikes” - the CR125, 250 and 500 - mini 
pilots will rejoice at the sight of not one, 
but two new CR80s. Complimenting the 
standard version is a big-wheeled version 
which Honda dubs the CR80 Expert. 

That said, let’s start with the smallest 
bike first... 


Though the CR80 has boasted one of 
the strongest engines in the class, Red 
Riders have been a rarity at the races in 
recent years. Why? In all honesty, the 
Honda mini bike had undergone only 
minor changes since 1987, and was out- 
dated in comparison to the green, white 
and yellow competition. 

For “96, an all-new chassis surrounds a 
refined version of the CR80 powerplant. 
Greater rigidity was the theme when 
designing the new frame, and almost 
every section of the new frame has been 
beefed up in comparison to its predeces- 
sor. Honda claims a 40 percent increase in 
frame rigidity. A stronger and longer 
extruded aluminum  box-section 
swingarm is mated to the new frame, 
replacing the old steel unit. In addition, 
two aluminum triple clamps now grace 
the front of the frame, whereas one alu- 
minum and one steel piece were used in 
the past. The new triple clamps are nearly 
one inch wider, and hold a pair of beefy - 
for an 80 - 37mm inverted Showa forks. 
Of course, the legs are fully adjustable 
(compression and rebound damping). 











Suspension duties in the rear are han- 
dled by a Showa piggyback shock and 
Pro Link linkage, and, like the forks, the 
shock has compression and rebound 
damping adjustments. The shock piston 
and rod diameter have both been 
enlarged. 

Enginewise, a new shift drum, rachet 
pawl and pawl plunger are claimed to 
improve shifting action and increase 
durability, while a new low-boy exhaust 
pipe not only lowers the bike’s center of 
gravity, but increases top-end power as 
well. Gone is the cobby steel silencer of 
the past, and in its place is a sano alu- 
minum unit. According to Honda’s Bruce 
Ogilve, it's an older CR125 unit. 

Oh, and we can’t forget the new silver 
crankcase color. 

. Stopping the new mini is a larger- 
diameter 220mm front disc brake. The 
rear binder was left as is. 

Mini riders have finally gotten their 
turn in the new-body-work department, 
and the new CR80 looks just as modern 
as its larger counterparts. Overall, the 
new mini is a larger machine - the seat 
height has been increased by 1.25 inches. 


CR80 EXPERT 


Aimed directly at the Kawasaki KX100 
Big Wheel, the larger version of the CR80 
has similar features. The CR80 Expert is 
the same basic machine as the standard 
version, but boasts larger 19-inch front 
and 16-inch rear wheels, a 30mm longer 
swingarm, and revised external gearing 
ratios. The front forks are mounted lower 
in the triple clamps to compensate for the 
larger front wheel. 

The engine is left as is, and at the 
moment, Honda has no plans to produce 
a 100cc big-bore kit for the Expert. As for 
an increased trackside support program 
for Honda mini riders, Honda reports 
that bike sales will determine the extent 
to which they will become involved. 
"Additional riders may equal more 
involvement," said Ogilve. For now, 
Honda does post a healthy contingency 
program for minis. 


Honda engineers will argue what is 
the biggest news in '96 for CR125 riders. 
Engine technicians will say that an all- 
new digitalized ignition system is the big 
news, but suspension designers will 
argue that an all-new Kayaba shock with 
high- and low-speed compression adjust- 
ments is the highlight of the '96 bike. 

The digitalized ignition is the first of 
its kind to be incorporated in production 
machinery, but has been used on the fac- 
tory team's works bikes for several years. 
Honda claims that in conjunction with 
new porting, a lighter piston and a larger- 
volume air-cleaner connecting tube, the 
new-style ignition makes the already 
potent CR125 engine even more power- 
ful. . 

With more power comes more stress, 
and in order to maintain the bike's excel- 
lent durability, first gear on the transmis- 
sion mainshaft was beefed up and the 
shift forks were surface treated. The 
clutch-basket shoulder was also strength- 
ened. 

As for the rear shock, the KYB unit is 
the first production OEM shock to come 
with both high- and low-speed compres- 
sion adjusters. The adjusters are located 
in a concentric fashion, with a screw 
inside a nut. As expected, new valving 
and stiffer spring rates are featured, and 
new one-piece spherical bearings and col- 
lars at the top and bottom of the shock 
stay in place when the shock is removed. 

Up front, the 43mm inverted Kayaba 
forks now feature a larger-diameter fork 
cartridge and revised valving and spring 
rates. 








All the full-size CRs feature a new air- 
filter cage which has a longer locating pin 
that is intended to make mounting the air 
filter easier. New handlebars, silver levers 
and perches, and the aforementioned 
new plastic round out the CRs. 
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The same new rear shock - with stiffer 
valving, of course - is featured on the 
CR250, but a new set of forks graces the 
front end as well. The massive 46mm 
inverted Kayaba forks are designed to 
offer even greater rigidity, and boast new 


internal valving and spring rates in addi- 
tion to their greater size. Adding to the 
greater-rigidity theme of the front end are 
a new set of triple clamps. The most 
noticeable difference is seen on the lower 
clamp, which has its pinch bolts located 
at the rear, rather than on the sides. 
Enginewise, the exhaust port was nar- 
rowed slightly to improve bottom-end 
and midrange response, and the. Keihin 
carburetor’s bore was enlarged to 
38.3mm for improved peak power. 
Revised shift forks and a shorter shift- 
shaft rod improve transmission action, 
and a stronger kick-start gear should 
eliminate the kick-starter slippage prob-

lems that some “95 bikes had. A 50-tooth 
rear sprocket is up one tooth from last 
year. 

Giving the bike a larger feel without 
changing the seat height are a new pair of 
handlebars and lower-mounted foot 
pegs. The extra-wide footpegs are mount- 
ed 5mm lower than last year's, and the 
handlebars are mounted 10mm further 
forward. 


The biggest, baddest CR has typically 
been the least-changed of the CR lineup, 
and this year is no different. But while the 
engine and chassis have undergone no 
changes, open-class riders will be delight- 
ed to see the new Kayaba shock and forks 
on the CR500. As on CR250, the new 
triple clamps add rigidity to the front 
end. Naturally, the fork and shock 
springs are stiffer. 

So, when will they be here, and how 
much will they cost? 

Honda reports that the 1996 CR MX 
bike lineup will begin to hit dealership 
floors on September 1, but prices have yet 
to be determined. Because of the ever- 
fluctuating dollar-to-yen ratio, waiting 
until the last moment to set retail prices is 
a must. We expect significant price 
increases, as in addition to the declining 
worth of the American dollar, the new- 
style KYB shocks are much pricier than 
the conventional units. €N

n another of AHRMA’s multi- 
! National weekends, motocrossers got 

the opportunity to challenge the big- 
time circuit at Budds Creek MX Park, 
while dirt trackers were treated to a 
doubleheader - under the lights at 
Budds Creek's Potomac Speedway, fol- 
lowed by an afternoon race 200 miles 
away at Cumberland Speedway. 

The hilly Budds Creek MX track was 
in perfect condition, but the myriad 
jumps proved too much for many old 
motorcycles. Several riders had wheels 
collapse, while a few others lost seats or 
exhaust pipes, and a trailer-equipped 
tractor was kept busy hauling usually 
reliable bikes up the hill to the pits. 

David Goyer of Syracuse, New York, 
was one who found Budds Creek to his 
liking. The Maico 400 rider used 2-1 fin- 
ishes to win the competitive Sportsman 
500cc and 30+ Intermediate classes. The 
BSA-mounted Quebec contingent of 
Steve Tucker, David Tucker and Marc 
Cornut also had a good day, collecting a 
van-full of trophies in a variety of classes. 

On the oval track, George Wills and 
his Harley-Davidson WR handshifter 
continued their domination of the 
Dinosaur and Classic 500 OHV/750 
Sidevalve classes. The Illinois rider did, 
however, meet his match in the Classic 
500/750 class at Budds Creek, when a 
determined Rusty Lowry powered his 
KR Harley away from Wills and the rest 
of the pack. 

The Budds Creek and Cumberland 
Classic Bike dirt tracks were the first 
two rounds of the three-event $1000 
East Coast Handshift Challenge. With 
his two Dinosaur wins in Maryland, 
Wills looks to have a lock on the $300 
top prize going into the final during the 
July 29-30 Days of Glory in Weedsport, 
New York. 

The first Sportsman 500 Intermediate 
moto saw Edward Jones and his TM400 
Suzuki run away, leaving behind a good

scrap between Goyer, Raymond Weir 
(CZ) and Joe Adomaitis (Mai). In moto 
two it was Goyer’s turn to run off as 
Jones carded a DNF. 

Again, the real race was behind the 
leader, this time with David Tucker and 
his ‘69 BSA 441 hounding Weir in a bat- 
tle over second. Just as it looked as if 
Tucker would have to settle for third, 
Weir's ‘74 CZ 400 began to burble on the 
steep climb to the checkered flag, and 
the Canadian swept past. Weir’s 3-3 fin- 
ishes earned him second for the day 
over Tucker's 8-2 score for third overall.

The class was quite 
unkind to Tim Weaver, who stalled his 
Bultaco on the line in moto one and put 
in a brilliant ride to finish just short of 
Wentzell, only to destroy his rear wheel 
while running second or third in the sec- 
ond moto. Intermediate action featured 
a close race for the lead in the second 
moto between Bill Nazelrod and James 
Smith. Nazelrod finished 2-1 to Smith's 
3-2. 

Weaver had better luck on his 360 
Bultaco in the Sportsman 500cc Expert 
class, finishing second to Rick Hudson 
after a tough chase in the first moto, 
then winning moto two over Wentzell's 
YZ360 Yamaha.

Grand National Cross Country Series

ELIZABETH, WV, JUNE 18 
eam KTM's Scott Plessinger 
picked up his second win of 
the 1995 AMA Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series in 
central West Virginia. The 27- 
year-old Ohio native narrowly edged 
Yamaha's Fred Andrews after a fierce 
three-hour duel that at times included 
Suzuki's Guy Cooper and Steve Hatch 
and four-stroke demigod Scott Sum- 
mers. Cooper ended up third overall 
with a trouble-plagued Summers fourth 
and SCR Yamaha rider Duane Conner 
rounding out the top five. Hatch slipped 
back to ninth after experiencing some 
late race hassles. 

“After the Elkins race I got real mad 
and I started training real hard," said 
Plessinger of the race in which he 
dropped out. “Usually I don't get into 
training real hard until the season starts 
to wind down but I know this year that I 
can't afford to wait." 

Especially not for a race like the Star- 
vation Point GNCC. Super hot weather, 
a tough track and a competitive pace all 
day long turned the race into a star- 
studded session of survival of the fittest. 
The 12-mile-per-lap track featured a 
wide variety of difficulty and terrain, 
though the course mostly snaked 
through the Elizabeth-area forests. Two 
river crossings were appropriately 
added this year "to commemorate the 
old Blackwater 100," said race organizer 
Dave Coombs. For 19 years the Black- 
water 100 took place on Father's Day 
Weekend until environmental politics 
ended the infamous round. The Starva- 
tion Point round has taken the place of 
the Blackwater, and the spectator- 
packed river crossing gave it the old fla- 
vor of "America's Toughest Race." Beer-

inspired race fans pulling bikes up the 
banks was thought to be a lost art. 
Suzuki's Hatch, the defending AMA 
National Enduro Champion, grabbed 
the early lead but by the end of the first 
29-minute-long lap Plessinger was out 
in front in the number-one KTM. The 
Suzuki's of Cooper and Hatch were 
next, followed by Honda of Troy's Tom 
Carson, Summers, Andrews and local 
hero Doug Blackwell. The first lap lasted 
30 and a half minutes, which would be 
the average for the rest of the afternoon. 
“I started off good but I didn't want 
to be up front too early," said 
Plessinger. "Guy got out there early and 
I have to say that's the best I've seen 
him ride all year. I just followed those 
guys and then I saw Fred endo big-time 
on a downhill. I figured he was done for 
the day but he came back and caught us, 
just like he did at the Boyers round."

At the end of the third of six laps, 
Andrews was in the lead with a 10-sec- 
ond gap on Plessinger, Hatch, Cooper 
and Summers, who was having prob- 
lems with the brakes heating up on his 
Honda. 

"I'm lucky that I'm here to talk to 
everybody after the crash I had," said 
Andrews later from the podium. "I 
endoed down the hill and I went down 
through a bunch of trees. Luckily, I hit 
the little ones while my bike took most 
of the big ones. I was way back at that 
point and I never thought I would be 
able to catch back up." 

"I tried to pass Fred back on the 
motocross track in a turn and then I hit 
the next jump as hard as I could," 
laughed Plessinger, who possesses a 
fraction of the motocross skills that for- 
mer pros Andrews and Cooper have. "I 
wasn't going to give up. I just wanted to 








show Fred that I could ride with him on 
the motocross track. I was going to do a 
nac-nac and look back at him but I fig- 
ured he would get mad at me." 

"On the third lap I was climbing a 
hill and there was a rider coming back- 
wards down the line I was taking," said 
Cooper. "I jumped out of my groove 
and tried a different line to the right and 


I couldn't make the hill. I paddled with 
the bike up the hill but I still couldn't 
make it. I finally had to go all the way 
back down to the bottom of the hill and 
start over." For the next hour, Cooper 
would make a relentless comeback, 
charging back into the shadow of 
Plessinger and Andrews. "I stopped in 
the pits and got the information I need- 
ed about where those guys were," said 
Cooper. “I tried as hard as I could to 
catch them on the last lap but I couldn't 
do it. It was a good ride and a good

Scott rocks Bounty Hunter MX

LOS BANOS, CA, JUNE 10 
Jimmy Scott took back-to-back moto victories 
during round four of The Clawson Motor- 
sports/CMA Bounty Hunter at the Los Banos 
County Fairgrounds. 

Moto one of the 250cc Intermediates found 
Chuck Bradshaw pulling off the holeshot and 
the early lead, followed by the Fast Eddie’s 
Tools-sponsored Scott and Steve Kyramarios.

Jordan doubles at 
Lakeside MX

Michael Jordan put together strong finishes in 
both the 250 Novice and 250cc Open classes to 
be the standout of the crowd in the largest field 
in more than a year at the revised Lakeside 
Motosport Raceway circuit. 

In 250ce Novice action, the Kawasaki pilot 
showed his back to the Yamaha of Duane Robin- 
son, Brian Canion’s KTM, Jeff Meerdink’s 
Honda and the Kawasaki of Brian Holman in 
both motos, the field finishing in that order both 
times out. 

Jordan jammed to his second win of the 
night in 250cc Open, but he did it the hard way, 
finishing second in both motos on his Kawasaki. 

Yamaha-mounted Cliff Goertz won the first 
moto, but lost a battle for the runner-up spot to 
Jordan in the second outing. Meanwhile, Jesse 
James overcame a disappointing first-moto fifth- 
place finish to come back on fire and ride to vic- 
tory in the second moto. That landed Goertz in 








second overall behind Jordan, with James' 
Honda third overall on the day. 

The 125cc Beginner class saw 23 riders who 
deserved two shots at each other but didn't get 
them as the last three motos of the night were 
washed out by rain. Tommy Andrade was 
thinking about moving up to the Novice class 
not only because he's been riding well (with a 
win this season), but because the competition in 
125 Novice is about the same and the field isn't 
quite as crowded. 

Andrade's potentially great start in the 125cc 
Beginner's race was turned into a Yamaha sand- 
wich as he got pinched right off the line and was 
pushed back to midpack going through turn 
one. 

Brad Hienze got a better start on his Kawasa- 
ki and the race turned into a battle among Hien- 
ze, Lee Zimmerman's Suzuki and Michael 
Fontenot's Honda. Despite some close racing the 
three riders finished in that order, with Todd 
Bergdot and Darren Watts fourth and fifth, 
respectively, on a pair of Suzukis. 

Andrade fought back to finish seventh 
behind Clinton Anderson's Honda, setting him- 
self up to possibly salvage a decent finish over- 
all, but because of the rain his second chance - 
moto two - never came.

Kaitin romps Western

Fickle, foul weather, a full moon, lights that 
wouldn’t light, track modifications, double 
white flags, and riders disguised as mud men 
could not slow Mike Kaitin’s path to victory on 
a wet, weird night at Western Reserve Motorcy- 
cle Club’s “No Wimps” Saturday Night Super- 
cross.

Marzano and Mike Howell. Kaitin handled the 
deeply grooved corners easily and skated 
inside of Bonace on lap one. Kaitin rode 
steadily to a 12-second lead at the white flag 
as the pack floundered in the muck. Kaitin 
rounded the track to capture what was sup- 
posed to be the checkered flag. But amazingly, 
the flagman threw the white flag again. The 
riders maintained their positions at the finish, 
and Kaitin took the win anyway, attributing 
his victory to “trying to pick good lines and 
(good) throttle control.” 

In 125cc C racing, Ben Gammell cranked his 
Honda to the second qualifier win and the main 
event victory. Dan Frkuska won the first qualifi- 











er and finished second in the main, ahead of Tim 
Maguire, Dan Nicora and Mike Horne.

Schmit decided to stay behind the first-corner 
commotion and waited until the pack was 
around the second corner of the track to enter 
the race. With the roost being a little stícky from 
the previous night's rain, Schmit waited patient- 
ly to move through the pack. On the completion 
of the first lap Mercill and Sorenson were out 
front with Tuomela and Mike Nathe behind. By 
the end of lap two, Mercier was still in the lead 
and putting distance between himself and the 
rest of the pack as Nathe moved into third and 
Schmit was sitting contentedly in third. On lap 
three Schmit cruised into second, and on the 
next lap he sped by Mercill for the lead. At the 
finish it was Schmit by a mile with Mercill all 
alone in second followed by Sorenson, Nathe, 
and Tuomela. 

In the second moto, Sorenson used the 
power of his big Honda 500 to take the holeshot 
with Mercill, James Scott and Tuomela behind. 
Schmit again let the crowd get ahead. 

Mercill passed Sorenson on an uphill part of 
the track for the early lead, but Schmit was on 
fire, and by the end of lap one he had taken the 
lead and already put some distance on the pack. 
Mercill held onto second after lap one with 
Scott, Tuomela and Nathe giving chase. Schmit 
easily went on for a cakewalk win with Mercill 
again cruising in for second, Tuomela third, 
Nathe fourth and Don Bonnickson completing 
the top five.

Carlton cleans house at 
Mosier Valley MX

ARLINGTON, TX, JUNE 9 
Friday night motocross action saw Clint Carlton 
take the overall win in the 125cc Open class on a 
pair of first-place moto finishes. 

Carlton timed the backward-falling starting 








gate perfectly in the first moto and blasted his _

Carlton hung on for the moto 
win, followed by Suzuki-mounted Scheel. 

In the second moto, Scholting had the fastest 
hand and left the gate with Scheel and Carlton 
in tow. 

The leaders broke away from the pack and 
diced, then Scheel dialed in the fast line through 
the stadium whoops and captured the lead from 
Scholting. 

On the same lap, Scholting was passed 
again, Carlton being the man on the move this 
time with the CR rider staying on the gas a split- 
second longer than Scholting going into a corner 
and assuming second place. 

By this time Scheel pulled out a five-bike- 
length lead, but it wasn't to last. Carlton put his 
head down, left Scholting behind in third and 
pulled along side Scheel, passing him for the 
lead over an uphill set of double jumps. Unfor- 
tunately Scheel crashed hard after he got on the 
binders in midair, and retired from the moto. 

Carlton cruised to an easy win with Scholt- 
ing and Birins in second and third, respectively. 
Carlton's two wins gave him the overall victory 
while Scholting's 3-2 moto finishes netted him 
second and Birins' 4-3 finishes earned him third 
overall.

Stanley made the most of the restart 
and shoved his way into third, dropping his 
traveling partner Simonsen off the groove and 
eventually back to a seventh place finish.

With his closest competition missing in 
action, Castrol-supported Glen Paron screamed 
around the 2.1-mile surface on his TZ250, turn- 
ing the fastest times of the weekend with no 
threats. Behind Paron, Absolute Technologies’ 
TZ-mounted Frank Fisher, battled Yamaha's 
Scott Wohlfeil for second as they crossed the fin- 
ish line together. Fisher regained second place 
on the brakes in turn one with Wohlfeil taking a 
wide line through the corner. 

In each successive lap, Wohlfeil would pull 
out of the draft and lead Fisher down the 
straight only to be passed on the brakes in turn 
one. The final result was still in question when 
Fisher missed a shift coming on to the straight- 
away for the drive to the flag and Wohlfeil took 
second place by less than a wheel.

When he failed to show for the

ticle that began, "Did you ever...?” As 

“Did you ever drive 50 miles to a race 

d find out that you left your bike back 
ome?" or "Did you ever kick start a 
old Star with the ignition on full 
dvance and break your leg in three 
laces?” 

Well Myers, as he told us sheepishly, 
ad invented a whole new scenario. We 
stened wide-eyed as the story unfold- 
d. "I'd finished practicing and went to 
bad up the panel truck,” he said. “So I 
lipped the Bult's throttle to lift the 
ont wheel into the truck and somehow 
lost it. I just stepped off the back and 





the Bult loaded itself - right into the 
truck. Only it didn’t stop there. The 
front wheel smacked into the driver's 
seat and just climbed up on it. For some 
reason the throttle was jammed on 
about a quarter open, and the generous 
Bultaco flywheel did the rest. 

“Up the front seat it climbed, then 
with the tire in contact with the roof and 
unable to go any further, the back wheel 
took over. It kept pushing on up 
through the panel truck’s roof, pulling 
the roof panel away from the wind- 
shield while at the same time twisting 
the bike’s frame into a knot! 

“It took me a half hour to lever the 
bike out - and it wasn’t my truck, it was 
my brother’s,” concluded the woeful ex- 
Bultaco owner.

can name many ex-World Trails Cham- 
pions who seldom go near a bike now - 
Bernie Schreiber and Eddy Lejeune to 
name just two. 

Trials riders have traditionally been a 
friendly, totally approachable bunch - 
motorcyclists first and last - as happy at 
a club trial as on the World Champi- 
onship stage. They have held out the 
longest on the superstar syndrome. 
Long after the road racers and 
motocrossers have disappeared inside 
their fantasy transporters and cav- 
ernous, zipped-up, buttoned-down 
awnings, our trials heroes remained 100 
percent accessible. 

Recently, though, things have been 
changing. And just one thing has been 
driving that change - and there are 
prizes for guessing the reason - money, 
money, money. The advent of the 
indoor trial was the trigger. Big bucks 
came first, and the subsequent big 
trucks were followed sadly and 
inevitably, by big egos. 

When Martin Lampkin was World 
Champion, I could ride a trial along- 
side him every other week and both of 
us got a good laugh - although he got 
more than me. When Jordi Tarres was 
champion for the first couple of times, 
we could chat informally before or 
after a trial. These days, there is the 
dreaded awning to face, and if you get 
through the awning, there is the inner 
sanctum to breach. And when you 
finally do get to the holy of holies, how 
the hell do you talk objectively about 
trials? I totally lose touch with reality 
in such situations, and so, I suspect, do 
the riders. 

Which brings me back to me and 
Myers! We both still ride trials not 
because there is money in it, but because 
we love it. Although I must confess that 
I did collect $30 last year for winning 
my club’s Wednesday Night Champi- 
onship - Twin Shock class, of course. So 
I guess that I should declare myself as a 
professional trials rider. I know for a 
fact that it is $30 more than at least one 
self-styled Pro rider earned in Britain 
where, sadly - just like in America - 
daddy often foots the bill to prop up 
junior's ego. 

Why am I writing this? Well, before

pen the odd report 

from Europe, I only ever read the items 
about your top-elite riders who were 
forever bitching over this money and 
that deal, and retiring because the fac- 
tories weren't good enough for them. I 
dimly assumed all Yanks were the 
same. 

Recently, though, reading through 
your local motocross and trials reports, I 
discovered that most of you are just like 
me and Myers - you just can't get 
enough of bikes and don't really give a 
s*** about which superstar rides for 
which cigarette/beer /clothing compa- 
ny.
